Washington, D. C., Aug. 15.—[Special.]— 
Startling developments in the Indian land 
frauds will soon be brought to light, and they 
will involve government officials and millions 
of dollars. : 

Officials of the government have, it is 
charged, organized land and title companies 
which operate in Indian Territory. . They 
lease lands from the Indians at ridiculously 
small rates, and at the expiration of the 
leases take advantage of the ignorance of 
the Indians by purchasing the lands at a 
price far below their value. There are other 
frauds of various characters, it is said. The 
government officiais are officers of the cor- 
porations organized. There is likely to be 
an investigation by the interior department 
and later a congressional inquiry, In dis- 
cussing the subject today Indian Commis- 
sioner Jones sald: 
“It is impossible for any government of- 
ficial connected with a land company dealing 
in Indian lands to be entirely impartial in 
his decisions when he is deciding questions 
which may affect his own welfare. I do not 
think any officials whose names appear as 
stockholders or directors in the Indian Ter- 
ritory land companies had any intention of 
acting dishonestly, but I must say that I 
think it was in extremely bad taste for them 
to allow themselves to be connected with the 
companies.

Twenty million 
acres of land are involved and millions 
of -dollars in money, to say nothing of the 
interests of some 400,000 Indians.’’ 


These emphatic declarations were made by 
Commissioner Jones in connection with the 
report of Special Agent Brosius of the Indian 
Rights association, who charges some offi- 
cials have taken advantage of the Indffins in 
the matter of leasing and disposing of their 
lands. This report accuses a number of 
prominent men of having interests in the land! 
companies and allowing their names to be 
used in their literature. The Tribal Develop- 
ment company of Tishomingo, I. T., was au- 
thorized on March 25, with a capital stock 
of $100,000, and had $12,000 paid in capital. 
Guy P. Cobb, who was then internal revenue 
inspector for the territory, is the largest 
stockholder. Agent Brosius says: 

“Gov. Moseley of the Chickasaw nation is 
also a stockholder. J. George Wright, In- 
dian inspector, in absolute charge of the In- 
dian territory, is one of the directors of the 
Muscogee Title and Trust company. The 
International Bank and Trust company has 
Thomas B. Needles, a member of the Dawes 
commission, as vice president and director. 
Charles A. Davidson, clerk of the United 
States court at Vinita,is a director. James 
A. Huckleberry, assistant United States at- 
torney, is attorney for the company.” 
For years charges have been made that the 
Indians were defrauded, and these charges 
are to be inquired into. 

Postmaster General Payne is confident that 
George W. Beavers, former superintendent of 
the salaries and allowance division of the 
postoffice department, will be prosecuted and 
the department of justice will not permit him 
to escape. Beavers’ whereabouts are still un- 
known. Mr. Payne said: “ Beavers’ case is 
entirely out of the hands of the postoffice de- 
partment. We have confidence that the de- 
partment of justice will cause the arrest of 
Beavers when he is wanted. There is no dis- 
position, I am sure, to show Beavers any im- 
munity whatever. As postmaster general I 
do not hesitate to say Beavers will be prose- 
cuted to the full extent of the law. There 
may be other cases where men have been in- 
dicted and no attempt made to notify them, 
but I cannot refer to them at this time.”’ 

| 

Cc. B. Terry of the supply division of the 
postoffice department today attempted to 
brain John M. Masten, assistant superin- 
tendent of the railway mail service, during 
the progress of the inquiry into the scandals 
in the department. A heavy chair was the 
weapon used, and only the interference of 
those present prevented injury to Masten, 
who was badly frightened, fearing Terry was 
armed. At the request of Masten Terry was 
searched, but no weapon was found. The 
inspectors were conducting an inquiry at the 
department, and Terry, under oath, made 
statements regarding Masten, to which the 
latter objected. Masten interrupted the wit- 
ness several times and said he was lying. 
Terry finally warned Masten that a repeti- 
tion of the epithet would result in violence. 
The warning had no effect, as Masten again 
said Terry was a liar, when the latter seized 
a chair and rushed toward Masten, but the 
inspectors interfered and prevented the as- 
sault. 
The investigation grew out of Terry’s al- 
legation that Masten had removed him from 
the temporary roll just as his position was 
about to be placed in the classified service in 
order that a woman friend of Masten might 
be assigned to the work. She was so as- 
signed, and is now understood to be within 
the classified service. Terry further alleged 
that Masten came to him and announced that

ENDS LIVES OF BOTH. 


Man Shoots Wife’s Head Off and 
Then Commits Suicide. 


CRIME IS MOST DELIBERATE. 


Woman Suing for Divoree from Man- 
ager of an Express Company. | 


Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 15.—George B. 
Evans, manager of the American Transfer 
company, murdered his wife, Mrs. Lillie 
Maude Evans, in a most coldblooded manner 
at their home in the southern portion of the 
city early today. Later he was found dead 
in Mount St. Mary’s cemetery, two miles 
distant, having shot himself. 
Evans entered his wife’s apartments about 
daylight this morning and fired two shots 
at her. Neither took effect, and then, 
dragging Mrs. Evans toward him by the hair, 
he placed his revolver against the back of 
her neck and fired. The shot literally blew 
the woman’s head off. 

Mits Bettie Burns, a neighbor, slept with 
Mrs. Evans and narrowly escaped being 
struck by the bullets fired atthe latter. Miss 
Burns awoke dazed, aroused by the shots 
and a scream from Mrs. Evans, who expired 
at once without a struggle. She climbed 
over the body and saw Evans standing in the 
center of the room. He then left. 


Woman Had Feared Attack. 

Mrs. Evans had feared that her husband 
would kill her and had talked of her fears 
last night. She locked the door of her room 
when she retired, but unfastened it during 
the night to let in fresh air. 

Evans evidently had planned the tragedy 
deliberately. He spent the night in a neigh- 
boring saloon. Returning home, he entered 
the house through the pantry window, near 
which his umbrella was found today, and 
apparently went directly to his wife’s room. 


Wife Was Suing for Divorce. 
Mrs. Evans, who was 26 years old, was a 
society woman. She was married to Evans in 
1898. Last Wednesday she filed suit for di- 
vorce, alleging drunkenness and cruelty, and 
at the same time brought suit demanding 
that her husband pay $800 for the rent of the 
barn occupied by the company of which he 
is manager. The property, Mrs. Evans as- 
serts, belongs to her, and in addition she 
asked an order restraining Evans from dis- 
posing of two valuable race horses and other 
property which, she said, also belonged 
to her. | 
Mrs. Evans attracted much attention last 
March during the teamsters’ strike by driv- 
ing one of her husband's tratiefer wagons 
which the regular driver refused to take out 
of the barnes for fear of violenceat the hande 
of the strikers. Mrs. Evans made several 
trips, perched in the seat of a big truck, be- 
tween her husband's barns and the freight- 
houses, driving fearlessly through crowds of 
jeering strikers. Once, when some of the 
strikers tried to cut the horses’ traces, she 
lashed the men with her whip and proceeded 
without being molested further. ’ 
Two yeats ago Mrs. Evans also gained 
some notoriety by horsewhipping a man who 
had attempted to flirt with her. 


From Kentucky Feud Region. 
Evans was born in Kentucky thirty-eight 
years ago and his father was sheriff of 
Breathitt county, the scene of many deadly 
feuds. The elder Evens wae shot and killed 
asthe result of a feud. Evans has lived in 
Kangas City for many years and is said to 
have been married twice before. He married 
Lillie Maude Perry, the sixteen year old 
daughter of Mrs. E. C. Perry, a widow of 
Argentine, Kas., against the latter's wishes, 
Evans built up a prosperous transfer busi-

DEATH TOLL IN ALPS. 


Over 300 Accidents and 150 Fa- 
talities Recorded This Season. 


ONE MARVELOUS ESCAPE. 


Women Killed Because They Went Out 
as if Dressed for Ball. | 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Aug. 15.—The death toll of the 
Alps this season has been enormous. Already 
more than 300 accidents are recorded, result- 
ing in the loss of 150 lives. No district has 
escaped from the Jura mountains, the Dau- 
phine and Maritime Alps, the great Swiss 
ranges, to the Austrian peaks. The story is 
the same, an almost daily tale of perilous ad- 
venture, accident, and death. 

Story of Old Guide’s Fortitude. 

The most marvelous of the escapes is that 
of Gerald Fitzgerald on the Monte Rosa. 
Passing along a dangerous edge roped be- 
tween two guides, Fitzgerald and the younger | 
guide, Alner, fell, but the rope held. Young 
Alner succeeded in clinging to a rock and 
saved himself, and then telephoned for help 
for Fitzgerald, who, having broken his right 
leg, was unable to help himself. . 

He remained seven hours suspended in } 
midair over a precipice 10,500 feet deep, 
thanks to the indomitable courage of old 
Alner, who stood motionless those seven 
hours, with his legs propped against a 
bowlder, supporting him at the end of the 
rope till help arrived.

Expressions Not Sufficient, 
On Aug. 11 Count Lamsdorff, the foreign

bassador, nor the expressions of sympathy 
by the grand vizier and other high Turkish 
dignitaries was considered to be adequate 
satisfaction for the murder of M. Rostkovski. 

When M. Stcherbina, the Russian consul 
was murdered at Mitrovitza, continued Count 
Lamedorff, the czar took into account the 
fact that the murderer was an Albanian 
whose tribe was in rebellion against the gov- 
ernment.

Official Report of Monastir Inquiry. 
The following telegram has been received 


by the government authorities ffom Dr,. 
Mandelstam, who succeeded M. Rostkovski, 
the murdered Russian consul at ‘Monastir, 
giving an account of the court-maptial of thé 
murderer : 


“ After proceedings extending over four 


days the military court, presi@ed over by 
Edhem Bey, today gave judgment. During 
the trial I exercised the rights and privileges 
of a public prosecutor in view of the circula- 
tion of the outrageous calumny that the 
consul had insulted and strack the Turkish 
sentry and even that he had shot at him. | 
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insisted that before the court gave judgment 
it should clear up the circumstances of the 
affair. 


Facts Developed at Trial. 

By replying to a series of questions put 
by myself the court found as follows: 

“The sentry did not give the consul a mil- 
“itary sajute. The consul’ first beckoned to 
him and then left the carriage and asked the 
man his name. It was absolutely proven 
that M. Rostkovski neither shot at Halim 
(the sentry) nor in any way insulted him, 
but that Halim immediately fired at the con- 
sul several times, and when the consul fell 
stepped up and fired again with the rifle 
close to the consul’s head, afterward batter- 
ing his temple with the butt end of his rifie. 

‘Halim was charged with the actual mur- 
der. Another sentry named Abbas, who was 
present, was charged with having failed to 
afford the consul any protection, and two 
other sentries, Seinel and Assin, who were 
absent at the time of the murder, but the 

. former of whom tried to excuse his comrade, 
were also brought before the court on charges 
of perjury. 

* The chief of the gendarmerie was charged 
- with having placed at important posts wild 
Albanians who could not even speak Turkish. 

“ Becond Lieuts. Ismail Hakki and Salich 
Kadri were prosecuted because on the way 
to the Russian consulate after the murder, 
in speaking with Schoolmaster Misirkoff, 
they referred to the murdered consul in 
coarse and insulting terms. 

“ Tewfik, a lamp cleaner, who was before 
the court, contradicted the testimony of the 
other witnesses and declared that the consul 
had struck the sentry and had ‘shot at him. 
He was charged with perjury. 

Death for Two, Prison for Others. 

“The court martial sentenced Halim and 
Abbas to death, Seine! to fifteen years, and 
Tewfik to 5 years penal servitude. The offi- 
cers, Ismail and Salich, were sentenced to be 
dismissed from the army. Assin was acquit- 
ted. After I had signed the judgment it was 
read to the accused in my presence. 

** Husseen Hilmi Pasha stated that he had 
received an order from Constantinople to 
carry out the sentences immediately. 

“The two men sentenced to death were 
hanged today. 

“The dismissal of the officers from the 
army will take place this evening. The chief

* Halim belonged have been deprived of their 
rommands and handed over to the judicial 
authorities.

Widow of Consul Refuses Indemnity. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. {5.—The widow 
of M. Rostkovski, informing Hilmi Pasha, 
the inspector general of Macedonia, that she 
would not accept the indemnity of $80,000 
offered by the porte for the murder of her 
husband, said she did not want Turkish 
charity. She has returned the decoration of 
the Order of the Nishanti-Shopakat, be- 
stowed on her by the sultan, and also her 
husband's Turkish decorations.

Berlin Watches Operations.

Stronghold in Florina Region. 

“In the Florina district the rebels have a 
large depot in a strong position jn the moun- 

_ tains, held by 600 revolutionists. Many wom- 
en are baking bread day and night for those 
in the field? and large supplies of clothing, 
shoes, rifles, and ammunition are kept there. 
A spy informed the Turkish authorities of the 
depot, and they sent a thousand troops on 
Aug. 4 to capture the place. The fight which 
ensued lasted twenty hours. Many soldiers 
were Killed, but the stronghold was so se- 
cure that the rebels who sustained no losses 
repulsed the attack. 

“ On Aug. 5 sixty Turkish soldiers were 
found dead at Karamani, apparently killed 
in a hard fight with a swperior force of rebels.

Bulgarian Premier Is Optimistic. 

. BOFIA, Buigaria, Aug. 15.—Premier Pat- 
roff hae just returned from a visit to the 
Macedonian frontier where it touches the 
district of Dubnitza, and he takes an op- 
timistic view of the situation in Macedonia. 
He believes that the outbreak will be con-

| PARTY DISRUPTED 
BY CHAMBERLAIN 
‘Unionist Leader Is Advised to 


Withdraw or Modify His 
Present Program. 


NEAR POLITICAL CRISIS. 


Much Difference of Opinion Is 
‘Shown on the Proposition 
to Adopt Protection. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, Aug. 15.—No English statesman 
or newspaper in discussing the political 
crisis wherein the country is left by the ad- 
journment of parliament has shown suffi- 
cient patriotism or breadth of view to deal 
with the situation in a nonpartisan spirit. 
The chief utterance of the week was the 
extremely outspoken and well written lead- 
er in the Standard, which attracted wide 
attention within and without parliament. 
Its whole purport, however, is a sorrowful 
lament that Chamberlain, by his unprece- 
dented course, has disrupted the unionist 
party and a grave appeal to him to withdraw 
or modify his program. It is evident from 
the first line to the Jast of the able article 
that the idea of any consideration for his 
welfare being superior to party loyalty had 
no existence in the writer’s mind. 

An unpardonable crime in English public 
life is partisan secession and now that it is 
/proved that Chamberlain's protection issue 
involves even that extreme departure, the 
outcry of horror which it provokes is to the 
outside observer absurd and amusing. It 
has culminated in the demand for a com- 


promise. 
Tax on Food Is Opposed. 


That there must be no tax on food, Cham- 
berlain is told. He may tax the manufac- 
turers lightly, chiefly for revenue and in 
order to create a weapon to compel such 
competitors as Germany from imposing re- 
talitory tariffs. 

Thus perhaps the unionist party is kept 
intact by avoiding the seditious principle of 
protection. If Chamberlain was a politician 
of ordinary caliber it is probable he would 
yield to these peremptory demands for a 
modification. He has not committed himself 
to any sweeping protection scheme, but to 
a mild revenue tariff that might commend 
itself to the country without the necessity 
of an extensive propaganda. Moreover, the. 
pressure which wili be Drought to bear upon 
the colonial secretary in the next few weeks 
will be something terrific, but Chamberlain 
has shown himself of an uncompromising 
nature. He believes emphatically in com- 
plete revision of the fiscal plan of the em- 
pire, and those who know him best have no 
doubt he is prepared te stand or fall upon 
that issue. Even if he should yield, the mas- 
ter has gone too far for any suppression of 
the question now. before the country. 


Protection Sentiment Gains. - 


The protection sentiment is much stronger 
in the rank and file of the conservative party 
than the leaders imagine. The growth of 
these sympathies has. been rapid in the last 
few years and is not confined to the unionist 
voters. 

Although the liberal party, or what passes 
as that party, is supposed to be uncom- 
promising on free trade, Balfour’s utterance 
this week makes clear that the present gov- 
ernment does not propose any legislation by 
the present parliament; no matter what may 
be the result of the investigation. This 
strengthens the supposition of a genera]! elec- 
tion in the spring. The dissension in the 
cabinet is so pronounced that it will be a 
matter of difficulty to maintain the status 
quo beyond the usual November conference. 
In the meantime, however, the discussion 
will have become general throughout the 
country, Chamberlain will have made his 
October speeches, and the situation will have 
grown considerably clearer.

POPE HONORS AMERICA 


THE REV. J. J. HARTY IS MADE 
ARCHBISHOP OF MANILA. 


Consecration Is Performed by Cardi- 
nal Satolli, Assisted by Two Bishops 
—Many Prelates from the United 
States Attend the Services—Toast to 
President Roosevelt at Luncheon in 
Afternoon—Cardinal Gibbons Una- 
ble to Attend. 


ROME, Aug. 15.—The consecration of the 
Rev. J. J. Harty of St. Louis as archbishop 
of Manila, took place today in the Francis- 
can Church of St. Anthony. Added interest 
to the ceremony was given by the fact that 
the first archbishop to be consecrated under 


Pius X. was an American. 

Cardinal Satolli officiated and was assist- 
ed by two bishops. The few archbishop was 
anointed with holy oll on the temples and 
palms of the hands. He was then given the 
episcopal ring, the miter, and the pastoral 
staff of power. Archbishop Harty then of- 
fered Cardinal Satolli two lighted torches, 
two loaves of bread, and two small gilded 
barrels of wine as symbols of his love 
towards his consecrator. This offering was 
followed by the kiss of peace from Cardinal 
Satolli. 

Americans at Consecration. 

Among those present at the consecration 
were the Rev. Dennis O'Connell, rector of the 
Catholic university at Washington; Mgr. 
Kennedy, with the members of the American 
college; Bishop Hendrick of Cebu and his 
brother, Father Joseph Hendrick; .Mgr. Ed- 
ward T. Fowler, and Father David Fleming,, 
formerly superior general of the Franciscans. 
The fact that the first American archbishop 
of Manila was consecrated in the church 
whith is the seat of the general house of the 
Franciscan monks, one of the four orders ob- 
jected to in the Philippine islands, was much 
commented on. 
Cardinal Satolli later gave at his residence 
in the basilica of St. John Lateran a dinner 
in honor of Archbishop Harty. Toasts were 
drunk to the pope, President Roosevelt, and 
to the success of Archbishop Harty his 
labors in the Philippines. Archbishop y 
will leave Rome on next Wednesday. 


Gibbons Unable to Attend. 
Cardinal Gibbons was unable to assist at 
the consecration of Archbishop Harty be- 
cause today being the féte day of his titular 
church, Santa Maria di Trastevere, he had to 
assist at mass there. He was received and 
greeted by the whole clergy of the church. 
Cardinal Gibbons left Rome tonight for 
Switzerland, where he will remain some time 
with a friend to recover from the heat and 
his labors in Rome. The cardinal, however, 
is only suffering from slight lassitude, other- 
wise he is perfectly well. Before his depart- 
ure he received most cordial visits from all 
the cardinals still in Rome, who wished to 
manmfest their esteem and affection for him. 


High Office to Wait for Bishop. 

As Cardinals Agliardi and Satolli both per- 
sist in their refusal of .the office of papal 
secretary of state, Mgr. Merry Del Val will 
act as such until the first consistory is held 
in October or November. At that time the 
bishop of Padua, a learned prelate and bosom 
friend of the pope, will be created cardinal, 
and it js probable he will then become sec- 
retary of state.

LONDON, Aug. 15.—While it is quite true, 
as reported in a London paper, that an error 
has been discovered in the calculations fixing 
the Greenwich meridian, this error is neither 
exciting nor dangerous. In point of fact 
there was an error discovered about fif- 
teen months ago Since then two English 
and two French astronomers have made 320 
observations. The news now published is 
merely the precise measurement of the error. 
It appears in the astronomer royal's report 
to the board of visitors of Greenwich observ- 
atory, and it is of no importance to the world 
at large. To the ordinary man it suggests 
the visions of hardy mariners all the world 
over painfully adjusting their precious 
charts, but it is really nothing more than a 
scientific curiosity, a point of honor In pure 
mathematics.

It 
was only in March last that eminent men of 
science refused to accept the statement £0 
irreconcilable to scientific experience as the 
astonishing fact that radium possesses the 
property of maintaining its own temperature 
at a point three degrees higher than that 
of its surroundings; but the fact that, in ad- 
dition to the marvelous radio-active and phy- 
siologica] properties already described from 
time to time. radium has this unique and 
unprecedented power of emission of heat has 
been established beyond the possibility of 
question. | 


_ Prof. Curie’s Experiments. 
Strenuous efforts have been made to obtain 
accurate measurements of this heat produc- 
tion and to determine its effects of external 
conditions in promoting or retarding it. Prof. 
Curie has found that the heat emission re- 
mains unchanged through a wide range of 
temperature, there being no perceptible vari- 
ation at the temperature of a summer day, or 
that of liquid air; but that if a long down- 
ward stride is taken from the temperature 
of liquid air to that of liquid hydrogen radl- 
um shows that it is notalways unaffected by 
external temperature. Here comes the 
amazing new fact that the change in the rate 
of heat emission of radium within a compara- 
tively short’ distance of absolute zero is in 
exactly the opposite direction to what might 
be expected, in view of the effect of low tem- 
peratures on ordinary chemical action, for at 
the temperature of liquid hydrogen the heat 
emission of radium, instead of being reduced, 
is augmented. : 
Hottest When It Is Coldest. 


In simple language, a substance which does 
not change its heat in any and all tempera- 


of liquid air, gives out greater heat when sub- 
jected to the greatest cold scientists have yet 
reached. 

These experiments with liquid hydrogen 
also led to the curious discovery that freshly 
prepared salt or solution of radium has com- 
paratively feeble power for giving off heat 
at all temperatures, but that the power stead- 
ily increases until about a month, when it 
reaches the maximum activity, which it then 
maintains apparently indefinitely. 

These remarkable results do not throw any 
light upon the process whereby radium main- 
tains its constant emission of heat and radio-

KING PETER IS UNDER THREATS. 


Military Party in Servia Said to Have 
Pledge Signed by Him Showing He

BERLIN, Aug. 15.—The Rhine-Westphalia 
Gazette prints a letter from a person tn Bel- 
Brade, ‘‘ who is in confidential relations with 
the leaders of the recent conspiracy,” ex- 
plaining why King Peter is completely in 
their hands and does not dare to do the 
slightest governmental act without their ap- 
proval. The writer affirms that the new king 
was cognizant of the conspiracy long before 
the regicide was perpetrated and gave the 
conspirators a written pledge not to punish 
them if he himself was elected king. i 
According to the letter the following were 
the. circumstances under which the pledge 
was given: “ After the plans of Col. Maschin 
and the minister of commerce, Genshics, had 
been fully matured the latter went to Geneva’ 
and consulted with Prince Peter Karageorge- 
vitch, who expressed his approval of the pro- 
*posed murder and promised immunity for the 
conspirators. 

“The minister returned to Belgrade and 
informed the regicide committee, which, how- 
ever, was not satisfied with a verbal promise. 
M. Genshic thereupon returned to Geneva 
and got a written agreement which gave 
Prince Peter’s sanction to the assassinations 
and promised exemption from punishment. 

* The conspirators still have the letter and 
are using it to intimidate the king into com- 
plete subservience to their wishes.” 


ROOSEVELT PRAISED IN ROME.

LONDON, Aug. 15.—The British Associa- 
tion of Scientists 1s to meet at Southport 
shortly under the presidency of Sir Norman 
Lockyer. The presidential address will deal 
with national shortcomings as regards the 
teaching of science. He intends to prove by 
means of statistics that British industries 
and national life generally is suffering seri- 
ously from the neglect of science in educa- 
tion, that is from want of properly equipped 
modern universities. These he says are nu- 
merous and efficient in the United States 
and in Germany. 
Great Britain therefore must submit to be 
outstripped or have state aid commensurate 
with what is given the other countries. : 
Sir Norman Lockyer names $100,000,000 as 
necessary, and maintains it would be a re- 
munerative investment, for it means the 
difference between public prosperity and ad- 
‘versity. He also maintains the state should 
endow research, which is pioneer work, and 
though often not directly remunerative fre- 
quently points the way to results of great 
pecuniary value. Sir Norman does not hope 
for good results unless strong and continuous 
pressure is brought on the government with- 
out regard to party politics. 
He says he finds no better machinery for 
such purposes than the British association, 
with its sections and committees, which after 
a discussion and an agreement on a genera! 
plan of action can arouse and organize local 
opinion. The address is expected to be out- 
spoken, as the scientist holds Great Britain’s 
failure to maintain its previous rate of 
progress is largely due to neglect of science

‘CLOSEST OF ALL 


Contest of Reliance and Sham- 
rock III. Begins Thursday; 
Result in Doubt. 


BRITISH CRAFT FEARED. 


Each Has Shown Great Speed; 
Figures Make Equal; Much 
Depends on Crews. 


New York, Aug. 15.—[Special.]—AIl Amer- 
icans will go to sea on Thursday, for on that 
day the thirteenth contest for the America 
cup, appropriately named the “ blue ribbon 
of the sea,”’ will begin, with Shamrock IIL, 
Sir Thomas Lipton’s third challenging yacht, 
pitted against Reliance, chosen by the New 
York Yacht club to defend the trophy. 

The races will be over the courses staked 
oyt in the ocean off Sandy Hook, and hun- 
dreds of craft\ steam and gall, will follow 
the huge racing machines, bearing hundreds 
of thousands of people, who will give up all 
other pursuits for the time being in order 
to see this greatest of all yacht races in the 
world. ° 

Closest Struggle of All. 


This struggle is likely to be the closest and 
most interesting of all the series extending 
over fifty-two years. Reliance in a score of 
tests-:this summer has demonstrated easily 
that it is the fleetest racing yacht ever de- 
signed in this country.’ Shamrock IIL. has 
shown its superiority over Shamrock [, Sir 
Thomas’ first challenger, in trial] heats sailed 
on both sides of the Atlantic. There have 
been close finishes in many of the former 
races, but yachting experts are agreed that 
the cup is decidedly in danger, and all the 
seamanship of the crew of Reliance will be 
needed in order to keep it here. 

In figuring out the chances of the two boats, 
these same yachting experts are compelled 
tu admit that they are “all at sea.”’ For 
several reasons it is impossible to get much 
of a line on the ““ form ” of the contestants. 
Shamrock I. was well beaten by Columbia 
four years ago, and again in 1901 finished 
ahead of Shamrock II. in three consecutive 
races, although by narrower margins. Sham- 
rock IL, through a peculiar combination of 
metals in its hulls, became weak through cor- 
rosion and has never sailed since. In the 
trials of Shamrock III. it has been pitted 
against Shamrock I. and has beaten it badly, 
except on one occasion. 


Reliance Easily Fastest Here. 


While Columbia is said to be less speedy 
this year than it was two years ago, Re- 
- lance has shown a clean pair of heels to the 

former defender in every match that has been 
sailed. Not only has Columbia been dis- 
‘tanced, but Constitution, built two years 
_ ago and rejected then because of its uneven 
performance, has been left behind in all 
the trials except two, when it beat Reliance 
on time allowance. Never has the latest 
defender been passed, however. 
Mathematically the chances seem to favor 
‘Reliance. This season, in the fifteen races 
that were fairly sailed, and where luck was 
not an appreciable element, the defender de- 
feated Columbia on an average of 18.8 sec; 
onds per mile, and Columbia in the cup 
races four years ago defeated Shamrock I. 
on an average of 16 seconds a mile: This year 
in the eighteen trial races Shamrock III. 
has beaten Shamrock I..en average of 23.6 
_ geconds a mile, which leaves a margin of 11 
seconds fn favor of the defender against the 
challenger. 


Other Facts to Be Considered. 


So much for bare figures, but an important 
fact remains to be considered. It is quite 
certain that Shamrock L., with an improved 
rig and under the excellent handling of Col. 
Neill and Capt. Biers, is materially faster 
than it was when ft first met Columbia. The 
latter, it is believed, is materially slower 
now. This double difference is all in favor 
pot Shamrock III., and undoubtedly is equal 
‘to the eleven seconds a mile advantage which 
goes to Reliance on the assumption that 
Shamrock I. and Columbia are each in the 
same form now that they were four years 
ago. 
In figuring out the “‘ dope” of the two 
yaciits, however, it must be remembered 
that the trials of the opposing boats were 
‘sailed at widely separated points, under 
unequa!] conditions of wind and tide, which 
makes all calculations a far different mat- 
ter than speeding a horse or train under the 
stop watch. One thing is certain, however, 
and that is that both boats will face the 
starting line thoroughly tried out and with 
all faults in sails and rigging corrected. : 


Much Depends on Crew. 


When two racing yachts are so equally 
matched much hinges on the skippers and 
crew, and in the handling of sails and rudders 
the Americans have always shown a decided 
superiority. Capt. Charles Barr, who will 
hold the steering wheel of Reliance, is con- 
ceded to be the best yacht skipper on this side 
of the Atlantic. Capt. “ Bob’’ Wringe holds 
the title of the ‘‘ best skipper in England.”’ 
Barr knows Reliance thoroughly, and Wringe 
is familiar with all the moods and whims of 
Shamrock III. In a measure, the outcome of 
the race will show the genius of these two 
men and the crews of well drilled sailors 
they have been training since spring. 

In all the evolution of yacht models it is 

notable that the old time rivalry between 
shallow sloop and deep cutter which marked 
all of the early matches for the cup comes. 
nearer to repeating itself this year than for 
‘a decade. Broad and shallow of hull, witha 
thin fin carrying the ninety and odd tons of 
lead ballast deep in the water, Reliance 
geems to daté back to the days of the Burgess 
centerboarders for its main plan. Shamrock 
III. is more nearly a cutter than any of its 
predecessors since Thistle. It is compara- 
tively*‘narrow and Ceep of hull, strikingly so 
for a fin keel, and In appearance is much the 
handsomer boat of the two. Willie Fife, its 
designer, has produced a boat of exceptional- 
ly fine lines, sharp in the bow and stern, and 
one designed to give the least possible resist- 
ance in-moving through the water.

Industria! pools that have been exposed by 


Tap TRIBUNE in the last week have become,| 


so powerful in Chicago that they are rapidly 
crippling the development ofthe city by 
exacting almost double payment for work and 
material on every building erected. 

Millions of dollars that should have been 
invested in building projects have been used 
elsewhere, for merchants and manufacturers 
hesitate to extend their plants in the face of 
the exorbitant prices forced upon them by the 
“combinations and their allies, the trade 


unions.”’ 


When Tu® TRIBUNE began the exposure of] 


these pools their existence was known to but 


few of the firms that have paid tribute to. 


them. The general contractors who have 
suffered from their exactions were, however,. 
well acquainted with their methods, and 
already had made preparations for both civil 
and criminal action against them. 


Evidetice Against Many Pools.

Out of the crusade to crush these com- 
binations is expected to come a redemption 
of the building industry of the city, a free 
and open competitive market, and a substan 
tial lowering of the cost of construction. 
Out of it is also expected to come the renewal 
of extensive building operations by both 
corporations and individuals. 

The general exodus of contractors to other 
cities where work is easily obtained is ex- 
pected to stop when the law demonstrates

His determined stand against these pools 
promises to prove costly to his firm, for 
many of the subcontractors of the city have 
decided to leave his work alene and not bid 
on his specifications. Labor unions have 

agzeed to further this scheme by striking on 
all jobs where firms outside the pools are 
doing the work. 
Objectors Drivef Out of Business. 
Tactics of this kind have marked the his- 
tory of the local combinations. They have, 
through exclusive agreements “with labor 
unions, obtained. gimost ‘complete mo- 
‘nopoly on business; They have forced firms, 
such as the Union Pressed Brick company, 
E. A. Rysdon & Co., George Hinchcliff, and 
John M. Stiles either out of business or into 
desperate straits. They have defiled compe- 
tition from firms outside of Chicago by levy- 
ing tribute on their Chicago jobs. 

Until Mr. Grace, who is backed by some 
of the other leading general contractors, took 
up the cudgels no one dared to make a de- 
termined fight. All feared to:face hundreds 
of firms that are bound together by “ under- 
ground agreements,’’ secret codes, systems of 
fines, and ironclad rules and regulations. 
These things. are not worrying the present 
prosecutors, for they are working on a new 


tack. 
New Method of Attack. 


In the past all attempts to break up the 
combinations have been confined to civil ac- 
tiond for damages or injunctions. These, ac- 
cording to Attorney Jacob Newman, who has 
handled several cases, are not worth consid- 
ering. for the combinations do not fear them. 
Instead of following this course criminal 
action is to be taken in every one of the pres- 
ent cases. 


If these prosecutions are successful the | 


city authorities will go after the sewer and 
paving contractors, who are alleged to have 
cost the municipality hundreds of thousands 
of dollars during the last three,years. The 
evidence in these cases is not so strong, how- 
ever, as in the building industry. 

When the members of the grand jury hear’ 
the story of these pools they will have told 
them the history of many combinations that 
vary little in plan and operation. The gen- 
eral scheme is the natural outgrowth of a 
monopoly due directly to the manipulation 
of labor unions as clubs to keep out conipe- 


tition. 
All Use Same Tactics. 


The outlines of the sheet meta! contract¢drs’ 
pool is typical of them all. This was made 
@s soon as the Contractors’ association was 
able to get an exclusive agreement with the 
Sheet Metal Workers’ union. This prohibits 
any contractor from employing nonunion 
men and any mémber of the labor organiza- 
tion from working with outside firms. 

To make the combination complete the 
union joined the Associated Building Trades, 
@ central organization of unions in the con- 
struction industry. Its members in turn con- 
sented to work on no jobs where nonunion 
sheet metal workers were employed. Help- 


been forced to allow only firms on the inside 
to bid on contracts. 

With the monopoly assured the firms ar- 
ranged to meet and consider how much they 
should bid on every job. One firm, by mutual 
consent, got the contract. It added some- 
times as high as 40 per cent to its legitimate 
price, and divided that sum among the others 
who,by agreement, overbid. One of the mem- 
bers acted as a clearing house and divided 
the spoils. 


Building Projects Abandoned. 


This general scheme, when extended into 
every branch of the trade, began to. hold up 
the building portion of Chicago. Big firms, 
such as the Western Electric company, Hib- 
bard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co., and the Chi- 
cago Edison company were losers by it. 
Other concerns learned of the extortions and 
have refused to carry out the scheme of ex- 
tension work they have planned.

Plant ‘Aceumu- 
lates Debts from Start and 
Finally Foreclosed. 


EVEN WAGES GO UNPAID. 


Business Bought During &’ ‘ke 
Workers’ Case. 


Farewell to the coUperative laundry of 
the Laundry Workers’ union, at 6648 State 
street, was said yesterday when the business 
was closed out at foreclosure-sale. J. J. 
Goodhart, the original owner of the estab- 
lishment, under the name of the New 
Process laundry, bought it back. Debts, it 
is said, have accumulated against the busi- 
ness, the books are declared muddled, and 
the whole venture a failure. 

In a quiet way the collapse of the co- 
operative laundry is one of the hardest 
blows given recently to immature unionism. 
|The plant was bought by the workers-in 
the thick of their strike last May. With 
loud proclamations it was announced that 
they were going to demonstrate that the 
owners could pay the scale of wages de- 
manded and still make a*handsome profit. 
The new union scale was adhered to only 
two weeks. Since then discontent has been 
manifest and the business has gone steadily 
down hill, 


Estimate of Union’s Loss. : 


While it is impossible to give exactly the 
losses of the promoters of the codperative 
venture, they can be stated approximately. 
The committee bought the plant for $6,500, 
paying down nearly $2,500—all the money 
then in the treasury of the organization. The 
move was expected to be a vindication of the 
strike and nothing was held back. A mort- 
gage for $4,000 was given for the balance of 
the purchase price. The executive committee 
has since paid one $100 note, of the series se- 
cured by the mortgage. Mr. Goodhart bid in 
his former property at $3,200. 


den, Chicago has suffered more than the ma- 
jority.

The loss in the total amount of building 
has not materially lessened the profits of 
the members of the pools, for they have in- 
creased their prices on work and material 
in like ratio. In this they have had the as- 
sistance of the materia! men, for their pools 
and those of the contractors are so inter- 
woven that it is diffichlt to distinguish one 


from the other. : 
Exactions of Material Pools. 


The big material pools are those of the 
lumbermen, the stone and brick men, and 
the plumbing and steamfitting supply houses. 
These have raised the price of goods over 
40 per cent during the last few years, far 
higher than the increased cost wf labor or 
raw materia! warrants. Their exactions 
have been paid without a murmur, for the 
building owners and general contractors have 
been unable to break them. 

By a system of credits, secret discounts, 
and a traveling auditor these combinations 
have been able to hold contro] of the mar- 
kets. Every contractor purchasing from 
them has been forced to take goods at their 
figure and pay his bill promptly or be forced 
to pay cash for everything he obtains. His 
name, the amount of his debt, and the ma- 
terial firm involved areall published in secret 
pamphlets. 

The two pools that have carried this to 
the greatest degree of success are those of 


| the plumbing supply houses and the electrical 


goods men. Their list of delinquents is sent 
out every month. The secret discount sheets 
are closely guarded, and members who lose 
them are heavily fined. Competitive firms 
are fought on every hand and gradually 
forced to go out of business or keep up 


prices. 
Teamsters’ Union as a Club. 


In the lumber, store; and brick men’s pools 
the Teamsters’ union is used to gain con- 
trol of the business. All firms are forced 
by that labor organization to join the pools 
and associations or be without drivers. It is 
declared that not a pound of brick can be 
hauled in Chicago unless the brick manu- 
facturers are willing. Not a brick can be 
laid uniess they consent, for not a hod car- 
rier or bricklayer will work: 

The firms dealing in crushed stone and 
cement have also contracts with teamsters 
and use them to govern prices. The team- 
sters are fully aware of how they are being 
used, but do not object, most of them having 
received a substantial increase in wages asa 
result. 

Prices in some lines of material have been 
raised as follows, according to Secretary May 
of the board of lecal improvement:

Invention of World’s Fair Days. 


“The ability of the pools to lift prices and 
control the allotment of work is due to their 
hold on the labor unions,” said Attorney C. 
R. Francis, who ts the counsel for William 
Gracee 

In 1891, when the world’s fair boom in build- 
ing started, the contractors and the unions 
got together and made agreements. From 
these this present period of illegal combina- 
tions rose. 

“At that time some of the contractors 
decided that exclusive agreements were 
good things and succeeded in getting the labor 
leaders to agree with them. Since then the 
combinations thus formed have been growing 
in strength until now the city is almost help- 
less in their grasp, Outside firms cannot 
come in here, for they cannot get employés, 
If they bring In help the other workmen quit. 

** Chicago is contractor and labor cursed. 
Building has practically ceased. Not a firm 
is doing any extension work until ft is forced 
by the growth of its business. This coming 
year should mark an epoch in the city’s 
development, but instead it will prove to be 
far from what indications of two years ago 
seemed to promise. 

“In our investigation of pools we have 
obtained the strongest kind of evidence. We 
expected opposition from but one source, 
yet when we present the proofs there we were 
told to go ahead, Before wé are through we 
will bring some pretty big firms to time, and 
Ih tly believe will stop this system.” 


Seek Work in Other Cities. 


The general contractorg of the city are 
looking to other towns for work. The George 
A. Fuller company has made its headquar- 
ters in New York. William Grace has heavy 
contracts In other cities. John Griffiths has 
taken a large job in the east and Wells Bros. 
are doing business in other cities. 

‘“*Most of the larger contractors do work 
outside Chicago,”’ said Mr. Grace yesterday. 
“At present Chicago is a poorer field than 
is found elsewhere. The existence of pools 
and their methods is, no doubt, one of the 
causes for the condition.” . 
“Of course pools exist here, but they are 
Uy bad in some of the other cifles,” said 
Ww. A. Wells. “‘ To illustrate: Not long ago 
we bid on a Philadelphia job, and our fig- 
ures were learned to be 30 per cent lower

than those of any builder there. The job 


was not given to us, but other arrangements 
were made at once by which the home men 
received the contract. It is impossible for us 
to get work in Philadelphia.” 

The city of Chicago is being held up by 
pools. Of these the ones formed by the sewer 
contractors and the paving firms are the 
closest. Employés in the city hall, ajder- 
men, and politicians are connected with the 
pools, and gzome who know nothing of the 
work are said to be able to reap from $4,00uU 
to $10,000 a year from this source. 

Only a select few can join the pool of the 
sewer contractors and they have to pay 
$2,000 for the privilege. Once in they, have 
to employ members of the Sewer Workers’ 
union, and it Is alleged that they must pool 
on every contrac} they obtain. The paving 
work is handled if much the same way, only 
the contractors have to deal with several 
labor organizations instead of with one. 
-The price of sewer work has advanced 25 
per cent since the pool was formed. Some 
of its branches, such as catch basin work, 
have been lifted over 100 per cent. In 1898 
the city was able to put in 183 catch basins 
for $18 apiece. Last year it was forced to 
pay $40, a sum declared to be legitimate by 
Engineer C. D. Hill of the board of local !m- 
provements, 

The price of slag pavement in Evanston is 
$2.45 a running foot, but in Rogers Park, a 
mile away, it rose to $4.50 when put down 
by a supposed member of the paving pool. 
In other cities of the country the work is 
to the contractors. In granite peving the 
the brick manufacturers have increased the 
price of brick so much that brick paving 
cannot be used. 


Inquiry by Commissioner Blocki. 

Commissioner of Public Works Blocki, who 
returned from his vacation yesterday, start- 
ed an investigation of the conditions. He de- 
clared that while prices on work are high he 
had not had time to discover the exact causes, 
He acknowledged that pools exist and that 
he has been forced to fight them ever since he 
went into office. 

Among the members of the board of local 
improvements the Washington Construction 
company is held to be responsible for the 
exactions in the paving and catchbasin work. 
It has offices next to those of the Sewer Con- 
tractors’ association and is alleged to have 
been the leader tn the fight that was made 
against Walter Fleming when he accepted a 
contract against the wishes of the pool. 

“Tam ready to go before a grand jury and 
tell what I know of pools,”’ said Secretary 
May of the board of local tmprovements. 
“They should be stopped, but it is difficult 
to get evidence against them. We have felt 
the effect of their work, but I do not know as 
we can get proof sufficient to warrant an in- 
dictment.”’ 

As a result of the various pools and combi- 
nations with labor unions several firms in 
Chicago have been pressed hard. These have 
started suits for damages. In all they have 
asked for $236,000 as a recompense for the 
loss of business. Their entrance into court 
marks a new departtre in labor litigation and 
is due to the backing furnished them by the 
Anti-Boycott association.

The suits that have been filed within the

But they were utterly unable to 
do anything and we had to foreclose. 


Wages in Part Unpaid. 


*T am told the business has run in debt 
$1,200, although it is hard to see how this 
could be done. The business is supposed 
to be on a cash basi: and there would seem 
to be no place to put so much money. The 
workers in the laundry have not been paid 
their wages in full. Some of them have 
open accounts running from the day the 
plant was opened. Three weeks’ pay is 
due most of them. I understand $800 is 
owing on this account. 

“The trouble seems to have been that 
poor methods were employed. There was 
no one having the ability to conduct the 
plant. The business requires experience’ 
and close figuring. With the best of man- 
agement perhaps you will come out at the 
end of the month with a balance—and per 
haps you will not.’” 


Only One $100 Note Taken Up. 

J. J. Goodhart, a brother of Charles I. Good- 
hart, who came to the front in the owners’ 
committees in the May strike, was the real 
owner of the New Process laundry, behin@ 
Wllliam Gallier, the manager. By the terms 
of the sale of the property tothe union execu- 


tive committee of Thomas Wi- 
son, A. E. Francis, M. Lennon, and 
H B. Schoenfeld, $100 was to be 


paid on the mortgageevery month. The first 
payment was the only one ever met. Since 
then repeated conferences have been held be- 
tween the committee and Mr. Goodhart ane.

The plant got in such bad way that it was | 
closed last Monday. The convention of the 
laundry workers has kept the officials of 
the union in Toledo the week past, but they 
told Mr. Goodhart, itis claimed, that a repre- 
sentative of their national organization 
would be in Chicago yesterday and that the 
' tangle would be straightened out. Norepre- 
sentative came and Mr. Bruggemeyer con- 
ducted the foreclosure sale. William L. Reed, 
an attorney, bid $4,000 for the property, on the 
condition that Mr. Goodhart would endorse 
the notes to him. Mr. Goodhart refused and 
the bid was withdrawn. 


Disproves Strikers’ Theories. 

‘The fiasco proves better than anything 
we could say while the strike was on,”’ C. 
I. Goodhart said, *“‘ the truth of our state- 
ments. We have caught them ‘ with the 
goods on’ and they cannot deny that we 
wer¢ right. 

“They could not pay their wage scale, 
as they found out In two weeks. Some small 
laundries that signed the scale at the time 
were also obliged to discontinue it. On ap- 
plication to President Wilson, a cut was 
ordered, practically restoring the original 
figures. .

there have been unmistakable indications that 
the waiting attitude of the American farmer 
is having a telling effect abroad. The ex- 
treme depression previously apparent in the 
_French markets has been replaced by a smart 
“recovery in values and a much better tane, 
while other continental European and all of 
the English markets as well show undeniable 
strength. If the American farmer continues 
his waiting attitude there is a strong pros- 
pect that he can soon staft a sensational 
advance in the world’s markets—whether 
such advance is long maintained or not. 
Already it has had the effect of shutting 
off Argentine sales and cutting down the 
weekly shipments from that country to a 
small total as compared with previous busi- 
ness. It is not hard to see where the foreign 
buyer would find himself if the idea of the 
American farmer were carried out generally 
by the exporting countries even for a few 
weeks. The American wheat crop appar- 
ently promises. to be as valuable an aid in 
bringing up the world’s wheat values as it 
“Was some time since in depressing them. 
Our crop looked so immense before harvest 
and has shrunk to such smal! proportions 
since that it is proving a bitter disappoint- 
ment to those who had expected to be able 
to buy from it at their own figures.”’

The general weather 
conditions have been against a bumper crop 
for this year. Too dry weather. after the 
seed was in caused many of the crops to be 
thin and short. Then in many districts the 
weather lately has been cold and wet, and 
only a good average crop may be looked 
for, despite the increased acreage under 
cultivation, but Manitoba prospects are 
brighter than is generally supposed. Against 
a shortage in the south, where in some cases 
farmers have plowed up the grain, it is neces- 
Sary to set the northern, and especially the 
northwestern, part of the province, where 
the yield will be almost if not up to the aver- 
age of last season, and in a few places a 
little above. “ careful estimate gives the 
south 10 bu, north 12, northwest 25, general 
average 15. t year the Manitoba crops 
amounted to 52,000,000 bu, with an aver- 
age of about 26 bu an acre. This year, under 
the most favorable weather conditions from 
now on, the crop will be 50,000,000 bu, with an 
average of about 15 bu. 


It is singular that Minneapolis, the market 
where there is the most excitement over the 
subject of wheat supplies, should be the one 
market where receipts approach most nearly 
to those for the corresponding period last 
year. That milling center got 583,000 bu this 
week, compared with 601,000 bu last year. 
Kansas City, although the Kansas crop is 
double that of 1902, received 1,020,000 bu, 
compared with 1,248000 bu. The St. Louis 
receipts were about half those of last year, 
724,000 bu, compared with 1,448,000 bu, and 
the same proportion obtained in Chicago, re- 
ceipts of 934,000 bu, compared with 1,881,000 
bu. The greatest discrepancy is in Toledo, 
which received 233,000 bu, compared with 
1,195,000 bu. Tota! receipts for the week were 
8,584,000 bu, a decline from the previous week, 
when the movement was 3,952,000 bu, and less 
than half that of a year ago, when the re- 
ceipts were 7,189,000 bu. The movement from 
primary markets is also much smalier, how- 
ever, shipments, 1,663,000 bu for the week, 
compared with 6,012,000 bu last year.

For 
the first time in nearly a dozen year exporters 
are not loaded up with early tonnage which 
must be taken care of, and they are resting 
on their oars, waiting for the farmers to get 
tired and take the market price for their 
stock.” 

It will not relieve the acuteness of the need 
for wheat in the northwest, but it is inter- 
esting to note that there are sections of the 
country where they seem to have more wheat 
than they know what to do with. .Photo- 
graphs sent to the J. Rosenbaum Grain com- 
pany from Billings, Okla., show large piles 
of wheat on the ground without any protec- 
tion. The elevator capacity at that station 
is limited, though there are several small 
houses, and the farmers have been bringing 
wheat in faster than the railroads have been 
able to furnish cars to ship it out. 


For several days past there have been 
fair purchases of corn in the southwest, 
Nebraska, and Kansas, to come to this mar- 
ket.

CENTURY FLAG. 


Tomorrow ‘Will Mark the 
100th Anniversary of the 
Birth of the City. 


FORT DEARBORN STARTED 


Formal Celebration ofthe Event. 


Will Be Held During the 
| Week of Sept, 26. 


' Chicago will celebrate her one hundredth 
birthday tomorrow, and her 2,231,000 children 
will feast with her in her prosperity. 

One hundred years ago at 11:45 a m. Lieut. 
Swearingen, U. 8. A., drove a spade into the 
earth and started the work of erecting Fort 
Dearborn to protect a handful of settlers. 
The ground spaded up was then worth about 
$4 a quarter section. The same ground is 
now worth $150 a square foot. 

Today in the pulpits many ministers will 
preach on the development.of the city. To- 
morrow the Chicago Historical society will 
have a ceremony to commemorate the day, 
and fireworks Of special design will be set off 
at Pain's show. Fort Dearborn will be bom- 
barded, and the scenes of the messacre 
enacted in fireworks. 


Formal Celebration Next Month. 
Mayor Harrison and the city council ap- 
pointed a committee to arrange to celebrate 
the event with a week's jubilee, but as August 
fe @ season of the year that practically finds 
an empty Chicago it was decided to hold the 


~eelebration during the week of Sept. 26. 


There are many persons in Chicago today 
to whom the city’s early struggles will read 
like a fairy tale. To many of the older ones 
it will recall history which they helped to 
make, 

3 first cabin built was that of Baptiste 
Point de Saible, a negro from San Domingo, 


who established his home July 4, 1779, on a- 


sand point at the mouth of the river. De 
Baible lived in his cabin till 1706, when he 
sold it te a man named Le Mal. 

In August, 1705, Gen. Anthony Wayne 
ended the war that had been waged in the 
northwest for many years. A treaty was 
signed at Greenville, O. The Indians ceded 
te the United Statesea number of tracts of 
land, and among them was “one piece of 
land six miles square at the mouth of the 
Chicago river, emptying into the southwest 
‘end of Lake Michigan. where a fort formerly 
stood."" What this fort was. or by whom 
erected, is conjecture. Almost a hundred 
years before, perhaps, there was some forti- 


“fication, not regularly occupied and soon 


abandoned. At the time of the treaty the 
widest Indian could not recall the fort. 


Comes to Build Fort. 


In the summer of 1808, Capt. John Whistler, 
U. S. A., stationed then in Detroit, was or- 
fered to Chicago to occupy the post and buiid 
& fort. The soldiers came by land under 
Lieut. Swearingen. while Capt. Whistler and 
bis family sailed in a schooner to the mouth 
of the St. Joseph river and crossed to Chi- 
cago in row boats. There were then four 
trading huts here, occupied by Canadian 
French and their Indian wives. The summer 
and autumn were occupied in the building of 
the fort, which was named after Gen. Henry 
Dearborn, at that time secretary of war. 
The structure stood on the south side of the 
river at the bend where it turns to enter the 
lake, where River street and Michigan ave- 
nue join. 

In the spring of 18094 John Kinzie bought 
Le Mail's property and came here with his 
family from Niles, Mich. On that property 
Kinzie lived until late in 1827, except during 
the period covering the destruction and re- 
building of the fort. 

‘City’s First Great Tragedy. 

The destruction, with its attendant massa- 
cre, was the first tragedy of Chicago. After 
war was deciared by the United States 
against England in 1812 the evacuation of the 
fort was ordered. On Aug. 15 the gates were 
thrown open and the soldiers marched forth 
under escort of Indians supposed to be friend- 
ly. When the caravan reached what is now 
Eighteenth street the Indians disappeared 
and, with savages who had been in waiting, 
formed an ambush for the whites, The bat- 
tle was short. Out of the sixty-eight men 
ané thirty-two women and children but 
twenty-five men and 11 women and children 
escaped. The day following the fort was 
burned. Today a monument marks the bat+ 
tle ground. 

In 1816 it was ordered that Fort Dearborn 
be rebuilt. Capt. Hezekiah Bradley arrived 
in July and began the rebuilding of the 
structure on the site of the former one. The 
new fort was evacuated in 1823 because the 
frontier line had moved west to the Missis- 
sippi, and a garrison at Chicago was not 
considered necessary. However, later, a gar- 
rison was stationed here fora shorttime. In 
1882 the settlers sought refuge in the struc- 
ture from Black Hawk and his men. In 1836 
the troops were withdrawn permanently. 


Poll Book Shows Thirty-two Voters. 

Step by step the village grow and thrived. 

A poll book of 1830 shows thirty-two voters. 
“That year the villagers swelled with pride. 
The canal commissioners were empowered 
by the legislature to create and define the 
limits of the town of Chicago,’ necessary 
in carrying out their waterway plans. One 
year later the legislature created the county 
of Cook, and made the town of Chicago the 
county seat. 

In 1833 the town voted to incorporate. The 
boundaries were Jackson street on the south, 
Jefferson and Cook streets on the west, Ohio 
street on the north, and on the east by the 
lake north of the river and by State street 
south of the river. The population then was 
about 250. In 1837 an act incorporating the 
city was passed and Chicago held its first 
municipal election, making William H. Ogden 
mayor. 

James Long, father of Eugene C., John C., 
and J. Henry Long, and Mra Joseph N. 
Barker and Mrs. H. L. Walt, residing in 
Kenweod, was instrumental in starting Chi- 
cago’s first waterworks in the year 1841. 
Mr. Long owned a flour mill at the foot of 
Lake street and proposed that if the city 
would put a twenty-five horse power engine 
in his mill and construct a pier out into the 
lake where clear water. could be had, he 
would furnish the city water gratuitously. 
The pipes were of pine loge and scantling, 


bored with one and two inch augers. Man 
up. 


In 1851 the city started its own water 
works and then laid the cornerstone of a new 
courthouse and city hail. 


Wiped Out by Fire. 

“Im 1870 the population had increased 
$00,000. Then came the fire, which Sevaneas 
three and a half square miles of the best that 
had been built. It ate its way over a terri- 
tory four miles in length and a mile and a 
Quarter in width. The buildings destroyed 
were 17,450, and nearly 100,000 persons were 
left homeless. Street frontage seventy-three 
miles in extent was burned, with a loss of 
$200,090,000. Chicago then commenced re- 
building for the future. It was said twenty

0 DISCUSS HIGH SCHOOLS 


IMPORTANT CONFERENCE TO BE 
HELD HERE IN OCTOBER. 


Many Questions Vital to the Secondary 
Educational Ineatitutions Will Be 
Argued by Instructors Who Have 
Accepted the Invitation of Presi- 
dent James of Northwestern—Topics 
to Be Debated Cover Wide Fiecld—Do 
Present Methods Keep Pupils Awaytf 


a preparatory school to the university and 
thereby driving out thousands of pupils 
who do not intend to take a college course? 
Should the social features of university 
life, such as secret societies in particular, be 
allowed to develop in the high school along 
the lines which their foothold already prom- 


ises? 
These and a score of other questions rela- 


tive to the educational problems of secondary 
schools will be discussed at a conference or- 
ganized by President James of North west- 
ern university and to be held on Oct. 30 and 
$1 in the university building, Lakeand Dear- 
born streets. Several hundred educators are 
expected from al] sections of the country. 

President James was led to call the meet- 
ing after becoming convinced that the func- . 
tions of the high school and the private 
academy should be more definitely regu- 
lated. 

Why Few Attend High School. 


‘There are fifteen high schools in Chica- 
go,”’ said President James, “* with only about 
10,000 pupils. I believe that there are fully 
50,000 pulpls who would be sent to high school 
by their parents were it not that the curricu- 
lum is such that the course {s really a prepa- 
ration for college. They can’t go to college, 
and so they don’t want to waste their time 
on the preparatory course. But they ~rould 
like to have a good, substantial course which 
would be of some practical benefit to them. 
The universities all over the land are getting 
their hands on the high schools, and I be- 
lieve that a thorough discussion of the mat- 
ter is In order.’’ 

A number of high school principals will pre- 
sent their side of the question, while Princi- 
pal A. E. Stearns of Phillips Andover will 
take a prominent part in discussing the prob- 
lem from the private school standpoint. 


Questions to Be Discussed. 


The list of questions to be debated is as 
follows: 

In view of the remarkable and ever increasing 
school what is the place 

e private school or endowed 
in our system of education ? 2 

Is it desirable that the public high school should 
assume &@ny responsibility for the moral and relig- 
fous training of its pupils? And if 80, what is 
possible and advisable in this matter? 

Should the public high school be looked on pri- 
marily as a school to prepare young men and 
women for the college and university? Or should it 
be viewed as an independent school with its own 
important ends and aims, to which preparation 
for higher schools must be strictly secondary ? 

If the latter is the correct view, what is the 
effect of the system of accredited schools 
by the state universities and the leading private 
universities in the Mississippi valley? Does not 
Bag subordinate the high school

tional study in the high school course, relegating 
this subject entirely to the college and university, 
thus putting it in a sense in the same category 
with Hebrew and similar languages?

If the academy, including the private high school 
and other preparatory schools, should insist on 
maintaining Greek, what would be the effect on 
their future development of such a distinct separa- 
tion from the functions and ideals of the public 
high schoo! ? 

Does it lie in the interest of our high schools and 
academies to imitate the social features of the col- 
lege, including the fraternity system? If not, how 
can headway be made against the en- 
croachment of social demands on the serious work 
of the high school? 

Is it feasible to arouse that particular interest 
the public high school supported by taxation be 
will lead public spirited citizens to contribute to 
better equipment and more adequate support of 
these schools as they now contribute to the main- 
tenance of the academies and seminaries? 

The visiting educators will take part in 
the celebration of the Rev. Herbert F. Fisk's 
thirtieth anniversary as principal of the 
academy of Northwestern university; the 
exercises have been arranged for the same 
date as the convention.

Seek Support of Federation and Will 
Urge Railroad Carriers to Reconsider 
Attitude Toward Them. ;

Municipal Employe Held a 
Member of Company Con- 
. trolling Basin Work. 


SHAKE-UP FOR THE FORCE 


Commissioner Blocki Investigat- 
ing and Says He Will Force 
Out All Guilty. 


A general stirring up in the city sewer de- 
partment is expected to result from an in- 
vestigation of the charge that a city hall 
employé has a financial interest in the Washb- 
ington Construction company, the conoern 
which has a monopoly on catch basin work. 
Commissioner Blocki began an inquiry yes 
terday. 

It is declared that before the inquiry is 
terminated more than one employé will be 
fonud to have interests in the corporation, 
and that a majority of the officers of the con- 
cern will be found members of the brick- 
layers’ and stonemasons’ unions. 


Charge Made to Mayor. 

The charge that a city employé is connected 
with the company was made in an anony- 
mous letter received by Mayor Harrison be- 
fore his vacation. The writer displayed an 
intimate knowledge of conditions and was so 
free in the use of names that the mayor at- 
tached significance to the communication, 
and handed it to Commissioner Blocki, order- 
ing him to make a searching investigation. 
The latter started the inquiry immediately 
upon returning from hie vacation. 

The writer named a foreman in the repair 
branch of the sewer department ae one inter- 
ested in the catch basin construction com- 
pany. He asserted that the foreman, receiv- 


ing @ meager salary, owned two fast horses 


and was building an $8,000 residence, 


Says “ Gang ” Has Control, 

Referring to the monopoly enjoy 
Washington Construction company 
er declared: 

“There is no work done by any one else 
nor can any be done on account of the gang—

pany. 
Will Force Guilty Man Out. 

Commissioner Blocki said the investigation 
of the charge would be prosecuted with 
vigor. 

“I am not certain it is illegal for a city 
employé to have interests in a company 
which does business with the city.’’ he said, 
* but it looks bad and if I am successful in 
substantiating the charges I shall ask the 
employé to resign. Should he refuse, I shall 
make every effort to force him out. So faras 
I can see the company can gain nothing un- 
less the man is in a position to divulge secrets 
of value.”’ 

When asked whether he considered $40 an 
exorbitant price for a catch basin, Commis- 
sioner Blocki said that if he were to con- 
struct a single basin he would not protit 
much. “ But,”" he added, “ if I had the con- 
tract for the work on an entire street at 
$40 a basin I should think I had a pretty 
good contract and should be glad to under- 
take the work,”’ 


NEW LICENSE SCARE FOR CLUBS 


Acting Mayor McGann Wants Back 
Fees, but Counsel for City Says 
They Can’t Be Collected, | 


The clubs which lately have capitulated to 
the city on the question of taking out liquor 
licenses were subjected to another scare 
yesterday, when Acting Mayor McGann sent 
a letter to the corporation counsel in regard 
to the collection of ** back ’’ license fees.

Loyal native sons are loud in their praise of 
Neil's fighting abilities, and while they de- 
plore the unsatisfactory ending of the fight, 
which deprived their idol of scoring a de- 
cisive victory, they are jubilant over his 
success. 

No argument can convince them that 
Frankie is not Forbes’ master, or, for that 
matter, the best fighter of his weight and 
inches in the world. Unprejudiced followers 
of the sport, while they acknowledge that 
Neil is a tough, hard hitting youngster, are 
of the opinion that Forbes is better; that he 
did not receive an even break, and also that 
the bout smelled strongly of jobbery. All, 
however, agree that Referee Graney was 
rattied. Spectators who sat near where 
Forbes went down are of this opinion. Harry 
Forbes states that he heard Graney say 
“eight” and “Get up, Harry.” Forbes 
arose apparently as fresh as ever, ready and 
anxious to continue. While both boys were 
sparring for an opening Neil's seconds were 
loudly shouting, * He’s out! He's out, Gra- 
ney!" Graney then stopped the contest to 
learn what the trouble Was in Neil’s corner, 
where the official timekeeper was also deat- 
ed. He was informed that Forbes had been 
counted out. He them returned to the center 
of the ring and declared Neil winner. Mor- 
ris Levy, manager of the Hayes Valley club, 
held the watch for Forbes. He said Harry 
Was on his feet at the count of nine. When 
he attempted to argue the point he was 
yanked out of his chair. The official time- 
keeper, George Harting. says Forbes was 
Gown over eleven seconds. There you are. 
When the Chicagoan went down Neil struck 
him twice. Forbes, thinking he would get 
the decision on a foul, rolled over on his side 
as though he were in distress, but was only 


& feigning.. When he arose he thought Neil 


would come at him, leaving an opening for a 
knockout. This ruse failed, as the referee 
stopped the bout, as stated. 

Forbes left the ring as good as when he 
entered it. He had recovered from the hard 
body blow before he wrestled and was forced 
down the tusttime. Forbes’ backers thought 
he should have been awarded the fight on a 
foul, and were naturally dissatisfied with the 
referee's decision. 

Those who thought the fight did not look 
right took themselves back to the first con- 
test between the pair, in which they say 
Forbes made Neil look like a novice. It was 
too strong a reversal of form, they argue, io 
convince them the fight was on the level. 
Betting, which had been 1 to 2 in favor of 


forbes for several days, went to 7 to 10 the 


night of the contest, which, in the eyes of 
every suspicious fight follower, looked bad. 
The sudden change in the betting was the 
result of several large wagers being placed 
on Neil by Senator Clark's son, the Montana 
millionaire. 

The quick ending of the contest failed 20 
give a line on Neil's fistic qualities. [t must 
be said for him that he is strong, game, a 
hard hitter, and difficult to get at because of

PLACE LIMIT ON HIGHBALLS. 


Decision May Make It 3 
Move Edgewater Golf Club or 
Refuse It a License. 


Acting Corporation Counsel Fyffe rendered

with Characteristic Lack of Energy 
¢pe Quakers Fail te Find Other 
Greands on Which to Play Hight 
games, and Thus Get Far Behind — 
chicago Suffers by the Delay, New 
York Getting Further Ahead While 
<Colts Are Idle, 


- Nothing illustrates the difference between 
the American and National leagues quite so 

y as the events which have followed 
‘the terrible tragedy at the Philadelphia 
National league grounds a week ago yes- 
terday. Ten minutes after he heard of the 
disaster, Ben Shibe, owner of the American 
Jeague grounds in Quakertown, was busy 
sending to his rivals an offer of the use of 
the Athletics’ plant while repairs were be- 
ing made on the wrecked stands. If that 
happened to an American league plant how 
many National league parks would have 
been offered to the sufferers? 

So intense were the feelings aroused in 
Philadelphia by the tragedy that the Na- 
tional league club owners did not dare out- 
rage public opinion by continuing their 
games until those feelings had died out a 
little. Therefore the offer of Ben Shibe’s 
“white elephant’’ was not accepted for 
some time. It is announced that the Phil- 
lies’ schedule will be resumed at the Amer- 
jean league park next Wednesday. 

Meanwhile with its customary inability 
to meet an emergency with quick action 
the old leaguers have permitted eight sched- 
uled games practically to go by the board. 
It is true that an effort will be made to 
transfer these games to the grounds of the 
clubs which were scheduled to play at Phil- 
aéeiphia on the canceled dates, but it is 
doubtful if half of them are played off at 
ell. It would have been a simple matter 
for the National leaguers to secure grounds 
in some nearby city which could be made 
suitable to fill the break and in that way 
the schedule could have been kept intact. 


When John T. Brush wrecked the Balti- 
more American league club something like 
a year ago, leaving the Maryland city with- 
out enough players to make up a nine one 
date was missed in the schedule and this 
solely for the purpose of technically for- 


~~ feiting the franchise and ridding the Amer- 


ican league of any possible claim Brush 
and his traitors might try to force on the 
young league. The American league hus- 
tlers got together enough players so that 
it was not necessary to miss even one game, 
and yet it is much easier to secure grounds 
than players on short notice. 

Instead the National leaguers will try to 
double up those canceled dates, two of them 
in Boston and three each in Cincinnati and 
Chicago, next month. That will necessi- 
tate playing double headers on four suc- 
cessive days in Cincinnati and probably on 
three successive days in this city, although 
there is an open date following Philadel- 
phia’s visit here which may be utilized. A 
bunch of wet weather will knock these 
plans flat and a lot of games may go by 
the board. At best it is a poor makeshift 
and nota fair one. It will not be fair to the 
Cincinnati and Chicago clubs if the games 
are not played off because it will rob them 
of a number of games against tailenders. 
It will not be fair to any one if they are 
played off because the games will not be 
played on the grounds originally scheduled 
and because it will be an Immense strain 
on the teams to play so many double head- 
ers, which might easily have beén avoided. 

Nothing better could be expected, how- 
ever, of a loose partnership like the Nation- 
al league, in which it is every man for him- 
self and the executive has no authority in 
the affairs of individual clubs. 

Consequently the Colts are out barnstorm- 
ing until Wednesday, when they go into 
“Greater New York for a bunch of eight 
games, four each with the Superbas and 
Giants, having one postponed game with 
each teagan there. Then they etart for home, 
stopping off for three games in Cincinnati. 
While the Colts are idle MoGraw’'s men are 
busy getting a lead for second place which it 
will be hard for the colts to overcome when 
the finish comes, although there is still plenty 
of chance and plenty of confidence that they 
ean do it. 


President Comiskey has made the start to- 
ward getting a new team for next season, 
and there is no telling where he willstop. It 
is @ herculean task in the present condition 
of the baseball market, when tried players of 
value are not to be had at any price and the 
minor leagues are being searched with fine- 
tooth combs for possible talent. He has al- 
ready landed a third and first base man, ac- 
cording to all reports, although ‘*‘ Commy ”’ 
himself refuses to believe that he really has 
& player until he sees him in White Stocking 
uniform. This cynicism is the result of the 
many men who have failed him at the last 

minute in the last year or two. 
“ This probably means the passing of Isbell, 
although he will likely finish out the season 
here and play in the post-season series with 
the Colts, as no player who has not taken part 
in at least twenty games before the close of 
the season will be eligible for that series. 
isbell’s slump this season is inexplicable even 


but made up for it in fielding and base run- 
ning. His batting has gone back from poor 
to frightful, and this has apparently affected 
his fielding, while he cannot run bases unless 
he gets to first occasionally. Some fans are 
inclined to the opinion that Isbell is looking 
for his release to accept an offer which he 
thinks is better than he could get from Com- 
iskey. This, without other, foundation than 
rumor, is an injustice to the player, who has 
worked as hard to win as any man on the 
team for a good many years. It is more 
likely he is either in the rut which swallows 
up 60 many players after they have been in 
one city for several years, or that he has 
gone back permanently. 

The reported efforts to arrange a pitchers’ 
match between “ Rube’ Waddell and “ Wee 
Willie” Sudhoff for the coming series be- 
tween Philadelphia and St. Louis for a bet of 
$1,000 to $800, with Sudhoff on the short end, 
Ought to be not only discouraged but firmly 
blocked by the club owners. The proposal 
came from an admirer of Waddell, and when 
the St. Louis pitcher and players heard of it 
they wanted to pool issues and take up the 
Money. Nothing could be worse for the game 
than to permit this to go any further. It 
Sacks too much of the racetrack and the 
hippodrome. There is too much betting al- 
Yeady in connection with the game, and if 
affairs of the sort described are allowed to 
creep into the game it will be a mighty short 
time before there is a big scandal, and away 
§0es what little good name the game has won 

since the rowdy was sidetracked. If 
this kind of advertising is needed to draw 
crowds in St. Louis it would be better to hunt 
Up & new city for the American league circuit.

STATE LICEN 
Three Thousand Permits Are lasued in 
Oue Week by the Clerk of Cook 
Ceunty—Summary of the Statutes, 
Defining the Limits of the Open and 
Is Given for the 
Guidance of Tliose Who Enjoy the 
Sport. 


More than 3,000 hunters’ licenses were is- 
sued last week by the county clerk, accord- 
ing to the new law which became effective 
July 1. This rush for the hunting privileges 
was due to the opening of the season and 
the desire of persons leaving the city for 
vacations to engage in hunting. 

The hunter who secured the license was 
compelled to give his name and street ad- 
dress. Iff addition to this, the license gives 
his age, height, weight, color of eyes and hair, 
and distinctive marks. It is estimated that 
there are 30,000 persons in Cook county who 
have been doing hunting each year. Each 
clerk of each village and city is authorized, 
in addition to the county clerk, to issue lLi- 
censes to residents so that it is impossible te 
get any correct estimate of the number of 
hunters who have already secured licenses.

IRON WILL SOON BE HERE. 


Stagg May Have Eighteen Experienced 

7 Men with Which te Begin Training 
to Wrest Championship from Michi- 
gan — Only Four of Last Year’s 
“ Regulars” Lost to the Eleven — 
Good, Experienced Talent That Did 
Not Play Last Season. 


With September, the month of preliminary 
practice, but two weeks away, the football 
warriors are beginning to hear the soft, low 
calling of the pigskin from its place in the 
dust on some top shelf, and from summer re- 
sort and seaside, from lake and mountain 
are beginning to flock toward the colleges 
for the “ optional *’ work before the regular 
nractice begins. 

Chicago players are scattered from one end 
of the country to the other, but letters are 
coming in to “ the old man” and ex-Capt. 
* Jimmie" Sheldon telling that the old men 
‘will be back soon for work. Practice for 
those who are in Chicago will start Sept. 1, 
though the call for candidates to report has

Stagg’s Twelve Veterans. 

Twelve of last year’s C men are counted

worth, center; “ Big’ Maxwell and Ahl- 
swede, guards; Terry, tackle; Speik and Ivi- 
son, ends; Catlin, full back and end; Wight- 
man, Bezdek, Schnur, and Jennison, backs; 
Lee Maxwell, quarter. Tripp, the big tackle, 
has not been heard from recently anditis not 
known whether he will go to Yale or return 
to Chicago. 

Four men only, tf Tripp comes back, will be 
missed at the roll call, out of the seventeen 
“CC” men of last year. These four are Shel- 
don, who has played his four years and who, 
while taking work in the law school, will act 
as assistant coach; Koehler, the star tackle, 
who has also played his four years; Farr, 
who filled the tackle position on the opposite 
side of the Hine, who has gone into business in 
Cleveland: and Perkins, who has also gone 
into commercial lines. 


Eighteen Experienced Players. 

Several good men will be on hand this year, 
who, though in college last year, for various 
reasons did not play with the varsity. Bur- 
rows, a fast, nervy center from Lehigh, who 
played with the scrubs last fall, and McMil- 
lan, quarter at Oberlin in 1900 and 1901, were 
both ineligible last season under the year’s 
residence rule. Parry, the 200 pounder from 
Oskaloosa, was saved last fall, as he expects 
to be at the university six years, taking a law 
course after finishing the undergraduate cur- 
riculum. Buckley, Bert Gale, and Hitchcock, 
the speedy little quarter, were all good men, 
but failed to make the team. 
These six men, with the twelve old “CC.” 
men make up a nucleus of eighteen experi- 
enced players to commence the season with. 
Several new men are in sight from the prep 
schools tributary to the university. From 
Hyde Park “ Sammy °’ Ransom will enter col- 
lege and try for the team. 
The completion of the new $260,000 gymna- 
sium will add greatly to the comfort and con- 
venience of the footballmen. Situated direc- 
ly on Marshall fleld, with all the appliances of 
bathrooms, rubbing rooms, locker rooms, 
swimming pool, and every other necessity or 
luxury of the modern athlete’s headquarters, 
the Bartlett gymnasium wil give the Chi- 
cago athletes facilities not excelled anywhere. 
It is expected that, although the whole build- 
ing will not be ready for occupancy until Oct. 
1 or a little after, the part devoted to the 
football men will be completed for the Sep- 
tember practice. 

Fall Class Baseball Games. 

An innovation in fall athletics at the uni- 
versity is to be the playing of interclass 
baseball games. Football games between the 
freshmen and sophomores have been a regu- 
lar thing for several years, but this year will 
mark the first of the baseball games. They 
will serve to give an early line on the new ma- 
terial for the team, and the added practice 
and coaching derived from these fall gamés 
will add considerably to the efficiencyofthe 
men in the spring. 


M’CORNACK EXPECTS SUCCESS. 


Northwestern Coach Issues a Call for 
Football Candidates—Practice to 
> Start on Sept. 7. 


Coach Walter McCornack of Northwestern 
university and Capt. Harry Fleager were in 
Evanston yesterday, and both were hopeful 
as regards Northwestern's football pros- 
pects. 
“T think that we will be able to make a 
good showing this year,’’ said Coach Mc- 
Cornack. ‘‘ I have issued a call for men and 
will get the fellows out for the first practice 
at 8 o'clock on Sept. 7. I expect fifty men to 
try for the team this year. As regards the 
material we have in sight, I cannot say that 
it is better than in former years. However, 
you know, it is ability to turn out a good 
team from poor material that shows a man 
to be a good coach. I am going to make 
every effort to turn out a good teani. 
‘Of the old men who will return I think we 
can count on about eleven. There will be, 
besides Capt. Fleager, Bell, who played sub- 
center last year; Scott, end; Allen and Kafer, 
tackles; Peckham and Scott, ends, Rogers, 
quarterback; Blair and Sabin, full backs;

GUIDE WITH FOOTBALL RULES. 


Students May Now Study Possible Ef- 
fect of the Changes in the Col- 
lege Game. 


The 1908 football guide, which has just made 
its appearance, has been eagerly awaited, 
and is of unusual interest on account of the 
changes in the rules, which have been the 
talk of football enthusiasts ever since their 
adoption several months ago. 

The changes for this season have been 
greater and far more radical than those 
of any season since the momentum plays 
were established. The object of the most 
sweeping changes, that in regard to having 
seven men in the line and that permitting 
the quarter to carry the ball, were adopted 
with the intention of making the game 
** more open.” 

** Since, however.”’ the guide says, “ it was 
impossible to predict the character of the 
play that might result from any specific 
modification of the rules the committee 
thought it desirable to retain the old style 
of play within each of the twenty-five yard 
lines, so that football experts and the public 
might have an opportunity to see the old 
and new styles of play side by side; and thus 
to obtain practical demonstration of the 
effect of the changes to serve as a guide in 
further action for the following séason.” 


Most Important Change. 

The most important alteration appears in 
rule 18 section a, which now states that 
when the ball is putin play in the middle por- 
tion of the field between the twenty-five yard 
lines, first, at least seven players of the side 
having the ball must be on the line of scrim- 
mage; and, second, that the player who first 
receives the ball from the center, or snapper 
back, may run forward with it beyond the 
scrimmage line, provided he crosses the line 
five yards to either side of where the ball was 
put in play. These rules obtain only between 
the twenty-five yard lines, and in the two 
end portions of the field the old rules are to 
be observed. There the quarter is not al- 
lowed to run with the ball. The middle sec- 
tion of the field is ruled with lines running 
both laterally and transversely, making it 
like a checkerboard. 

Rule 10 introduces a change intended to 
protect the full back from rough handling by 
the opposing side. He is no longer allowed 
to put his team mates on side by running 
ahead of m, after punting down the field. 
Thus any object which the men of the oppos- 
ing side might have in running into the full 
back is removed. 


: Change of Goals. 

Rule 18 as amended will prevent a repeti- 
tion of disputes as to which goal a side takes 
at the beginning of the second half, such as 
took place on Marshall field last year. It is 
definitely stated that not only do the teams 
change goals after every touchdown and goal 
from the field, but also the teams take op- 
posite goals at the beginning of the second 
half from those they defended at the com- 
mencement of the first half. 

The change in the penalty for holding as 
set forth in rule 28, being now the loss of 
twenty yards instead of the loss of the ball, 
is expected to cause the umpires to enforce 
the rule more strictly, as the penalty is 
less severe though more reasonable. The 
old prohibition of tackling below the knecs 

moved. 
“Onder rule 27 the wearing of hard and 
unyielding armor of sole leather, papier 
maché, or similar material is forbidden, 
and it is required that all other protectivo 
devices be made and padded so as not to be 
dangerous, in the umpire’s opinion, to the 
other players. The only other important 
change is that giving the linesmen power 
to penalize for off side play. in the line, 
tripping, and unnecessary roughness after

Twe Year Old Winners Now Number 

425, with a Total of 786 Races — 

to Their Credit. | 
Lexington, Ky., Aug. 15.—[(Special.]—No 
fewer than 425 2 year olds have won races 
this’ season, up to and including Saturday, 
Aug. 8, according to statistics compiled here. 
These 425 youngsters have won a total of 
786 races. Twenty have won five races each, 
forty-six three races each, and eighty-eight 
two races each, leaving the winners of a 
single race just out of the maiden class to 


number 243. | 

Of these 425 winners, 191 are colts, 127 
fillies, and 47 geldings. Peter Paul is the 
leading 2 year old of the season, having 
captured twelve races, Sweetie with eight 
races won being second, while Imboden and 
Rainland tie for third place, each with seven 
race®;: Don Domo, Forehand, Mafalda, Pro- 
ceeds, and Race King have each won six 
races, and Annie Marie, Agnes Brennan, 
Dick Bernard, Hazlewood, J. W. O'Neill, 
Kilo, Lady Free Knight, Mimon, Nannle 
Hodge, and St. Juvenal five races each. 

The winners of four races each are Arnold 
K., Auditor, Bird Pond, Blue Darter, Base- 
ful, Bill Knight, Clifton Forge, Contentious, 
Dr. Cartledge, Handmore, lole, Jim Kelly, 
Jocund, Magistrate, Mag Nolin, Molinos, Miss 
Crawford, Nameoki, Petunia, Rapid Water, 
Rose Fern, Sailor Knot, Selected, Silver 
Dream, Sourire, Sweet Tone, Valour, and 
Whoa Bill. 

No fewer than 206 stallions figure as the 
sires of 2 year old winners so far in 1908.

DEPEW HAS A NEW STORY. 


New York Senator Gives Views 
on Recent Events in 
the Old World.

LONDON, Aug. 15.—Several members of 

parliament breathed a sigh of relief at the 
conclusion. of the session for the special rea- 
son that they no longer run the risk of be- 
ihg buttonholed by Joseph Chamberlain in 
the lobbies of St. Stephen's. The secretary 
for the colonies, it appears, was so intent 
on gaining converts to his fiscal proposals 
that he became a terror to certain M. P.’s, 
upon whom he sought to force his views in a 
manner they considered particularly ill 
timed. & 

Chamberlain really does not seem to have 
made much headway. One authority calcu- 
lated he has six supporters among his col- 
leagues in the cabinet, but that an equal 
number decidedly is opposed to the colonial 
secretary's schemes, the other members of 
the cabinet being on the fen@e. Under such 
conditions it is inconceivable that the min- 
istry can escape a split, save at the sacrifice 
of convictions, when the time comes to take 
a decision on the question now paramount 
in the councils of the nation. 


Depew Hes a New Story. 

‘Senator Chauncey M. Depew is now on his 
way back to America to resume his various 
labors after his European trip, which he de- 
ecribed before his departure from London. 
Talking of his European trip, Senator Depew 
declared he had a new experience to relate, 
“One hotel,” he said, “ to which I had writ- 
ten for rooms particularly wanted to know 
the hour of our arrival. When we did ar- 
rive we were met with a flourish of trumpets 
at the depot, a landau with liveried coach- 
man, and all that sort of thing. .We were 
told that the ordinary hotel bus used by com- 
mon folk would never do for us. 

*“* Now, that hotel was only a hundred yards 

from the station, and our journey for that 
distance cost me just $12. I paid it withouta 
wore, because I remembered an incident that 
occurred when King Edward, as prince of 
Wales, visited the United States. The old 
duke of Newcastle used to scan the accounts 
and expenditures, and at the end of one hotel 
bill he one day found a charge which he 

couldn't make out. . 

“* What's that’charge for?’ asked the Cuke 
of the hotel proprietor, Gen. Blank. Thegen- 
eral replied, ‘for making such a darned 
fuss.’ 

Says Rheumatism Is Contagious. 

Mr. Depew paid a visit to Aix in the course 
of his travels. He thought that as he was 
occasionally subject to rheumatism he would 
Iike to see the place where so many rheu- 
matic patients go for treatment. 

“I went,” he said, “‘to the cure without 
taking it, and to the gambling rooms with- 


_ out playing, and dined at the Casino and the 


Villa de Fleurs, and saw the fine works and 
the vaudeville, and then experienced one 
of the sharpest attacks of rheumatism I ever 
had in my life." Now the New York sena- 
tor is half inclined to believe that rheuma- 
tism is contagious. 


Talks of Chamberlain Plan. 

Senator Depew had something to say about 
Joseph Chamberlain's fiscal proposals. 
“ When I left London some weeks ago,” said 
he, “ they were talking tariff. On our return 
here, as we sat down to our first meal, I 
heard a man at the table next to us, where 
there was a party of English people, saying, 
‘Now, as I was pointing out, this tariff ques- 
tion is the most important that ever agitated 
the world.’ The discussion, so far as I can 
tell, doesn’t seem to have made any progress. 
Everybody seems to be waiting for Chamber- 
lain’s speech in October. There are pro- 
nounced free tracers on one side and no pro- 
nounced protectionists on the other, but there 
is a vast amount of open mindedness all 
around. Napoleon said the English were a 
nation of shopkeeppers. They are more than 
that, for everything in England is .bullt on 
trade, and the British mind is just now ready 
to be convinced, !f Chamberlain can do it, 
that his policy will improve their trade, and 
Chamberlain can do it if anybody living can.” 

Discusses Paris Disaster. 

The Paris Metropolitan disaster had, of 
course, engaged Senator Depew’s attention. 
“It demonstrates one thing,’’ he said—*‘* that 
the contro) of electricity is still in its infancy. 
It is not yet an exact science. Until it has 
become an exact science precautions against 
repetitions of such accidents ag those in 
Liverpool and Paris must be taken inde- 
pendently of the electric current and its ec- 
centricities. These precautions would seem 
to be, first, that tunnels should be lighted 
by something which an electric accident 
Wouldn't put ont, something independent of 
the current which moves trains. Second, 
Sreproof cars. Third, ample exits. Fourth, 
Sufficiency of natural ventilation.”

NEW LAW FOR AUTO MEN, 


ACT OF PARLIAMENT RAISES A 
STORM IN ENGLAND.

LONDON, Aug. 15.—British automobilists 

generally are anything but pleased at the 
motor cars bil las it finally became a law. 
Committees of the automobile clubs of Great 
Britain have passed resolutions finding fault 
with the committee which was supposed to 
represent automobile interests in parliament, 
and one of the special papers declares: : 

“A large part of the responsibility for the 
passage of the objectionable motor cars bill 
rests with certain motorists who, rashly 
rushing in wheer angels fear to tread, forced 
the issue of motor car legislation, confident 
of results and unwilling to take the advice 
of wiser people, who begged them to leave 
such a dangerous matter alone until a saner 
public opinion should prevail.” 


Features of the Law. 

Leading points of the measure, which goes 
into force on Jan. 1, are: 3 

First, reckless or negligent driving at a 
speed or in a manner dangerous to the public 
is an offense punishable by fine not exceed- 
ing $100 on the first conviction, or on second 
or subsequent convictions $250 fine or.im- 
prisonment for a period not exceeding three 
months, 

Second, a speed limit of twenty miles an 
hour, with a maximum penalty for the first 
offense of $50 and for the second offense $100, 
all subsequent offenses $250. The opinion of 
a single witness will not suffice to secure 
conviction under this section. 

Third, autémobiles are to be registered and 
numbered. It is an offense to allow a number 
to become obscured, with penalties the same 
as for reckless driving. 

Fourth, no one not licensed may drive a 
car. No one under 17 years of age will be 
licenged.

Political. parties had seized this 
affair to throw it at each other’s head, so 
the question no longer is to know whether or 
not the Mme. Humbert family perpetrated

This de- 
tail of the affair amused the nationalist press, 
which said the missile was worthy of the 
person at whom it was directed.

While earlier congresses of Zionists at- 
tracted the attention of civilized humanity 
by the newness of the’ spectacle, by the un- 
precedented manifestation of national tm- 


lapse of 2,000 years, by the almost miraculous 
shaking up and coming together of dry bones 
strewn upon the valley, the coming congress 
is eliciting the keenest interest by reason of 
the gravity of the problems which ft is bound 
to solve. | 

The sixth Zionist congress, like the sixth 
Gay of the first week of cretion,’ will com- 
plete a cyclus of organization. Out of the 
chaos of hopelessness, of confusion of ideas, 
and of a vague and undefined yearning, a 
powerful organization, well r ated and 
full of purpose, sprang forth, as Wf by magic. 
There was no model to pattern after, no 
precedent to consult. New conditions had to 
be created. The achievements prove how 
well the plans had been laid.

A stamp rep- 
resents the respective coin of the smallest 
denomination of every country. The ad- 
ministration of the fund remains with the 
congress, the business control is vested in 
the Jewish colonial trust. Over $500,000 has 
been raised in that way. 

Anas indispensable link in the chain of these 
institutions the Anglo-Palestine company, 
limited, was founded with a capital of $250,- 
000 for the purpose of developing Palestine 
industries and to assist Jewish colonists in 
finding markets for their products. This 
company recently opened its offices in Jaffa 
and is doing well. |

mechanism to proper and immediate use 
at this critical moment.

ONE CENT FOR THE CITY. : 
A Cleveland man who has been in the 
street railroad business all his life tells the 
Cleveland city council that if it will give him 
a franchise he ‘will give 3 cent rides and 
will sell ten tickets for 25 cents. Mayor 
Johnson of Cleveland is not the only man 
who believes that a traction company can 
live on a 3 cent basis now that the cost of 
motive power has been much reduced by the 
utilization of electricity. 
The prime condition of success for such 


for the sole purpose of doing a traction 
business efficiently and economically. It 
must not be got up by promoters whose one 
object is to unload it on somebody else. The 
road must not be built by a construction 
company made up of “ insiders "and turned 
over to the company at an extravagaut 
price. There must be no excessive bond or | 
stock issues. If all these conditions are 
complied with there is no reason why a 
company cannot get along in a thriving city 
like Cleveland on a 3 cent basis. 

he Chicago traction Companies could not 
live on 4 net 3 ceut fare, although they have 
the advantage of’ operating in a city where 
there is much more business to do than 
there is in Cleveland. The average cost of 
trausporting a passenger gradually de- 
creases as the number of persons carried 
increases. A Chicago road can keep all its 
cars busy and full to overflowing all the 
time. The local traction companies have 
that advantage, but they suffer from exces- 
sive capitalization and have allowed their 
plants to run down so much that heavy 
expenditures will be required to put them 
in decent condition. ad 

With a net 4 cent, fare the case will be 
different. The companies, thanks to the 
enormous volume of business they will] have, 
will be able to live comfortably on 4 cents. 
They will continue to collect 5 cents from 
each passenger, but they should pay the odd 
cent over to the city. That is a condition 
which must be embodied in whatever ordi- 
nances the council may pass for the exten- 
sion of the privileges of the companies. 

If the companies, after entering into such 
an arrangement, wish to add to their profits 
they must experiment in the difection of re- 
ducing still further the cost of motive power. 
They have been gainers by the substitution 
of the cable for the horse and of electricity 
for the cable. Whatever gain they-can 
make by reducing the cost of electric power 
or by other improvements will be their own. 
Nobody will grudge it to them. The com- 
panies are at liberty to make the largest 
net earnings they can out of their 4 cents, 
but the city must have its 1 cent. 


SUMMER SAILING. 

As Chicago waxes ir size its opportunities 
for outings become of increasing interest. 
Members of the local yacht clubs are now 
absent on their aunual cruise on Lake 
Michigan. The big lake is indeed a little 
treacherous for the amateur yachtsman, 
There .is Traverse bay, however, and the 
summer mariner could scarcely ask for a 
finer sheet of water for his purposes thau 
Green bay. It would be a boon for Chicago 
if this protected water were nearer. Yet, 
as it is, many people from.this and other 
large cities join each season in spreading 
canvas to its breezes—sometimes for the 
“afternoon run” out from the summer 
boarding house or cottage as a base, some- 
times for the “ week’s cruise,” sometimes | 
for an entire vacation “ona yacht.” 

Whatever be thought of the extravagance 
often connected with yachtiug, pleasure 
sailing need not be especially expensive, and 
it must be conceded to be “ the royal sport.” 
The launch and the houseboat, propelled by 
power, have recently advanced to great 
popularity, but for poetry of motion and 
triumph of soul there is nothing like har- 
nessing the winds to one’s water chariot. 

Of all sports this is:| the most. manifold 
and complicated, and the one demanding 
most alertness. The chariot itself is the 
result of human ingenuity applied since be- 
fore the days of the ark. And then the art 
of sailing! It is one in which men have vied 
in war, commerce, and discovery, as well 
as in pleasure. It is the supreme instance 
of drawing rein over untamed nature. The 
skipper must know and observe the “ rules 
of the road at sea.” He must gauge the 
foibles of his boat and keep it each mo- 

‘ment squared to the capricious winds. He 
must watch that nothing fouls or suffers 
overstrain., He must be always reading the 
sky and anticipating its moods. He must 
note the track of the nasty puff far away, 
hoist full canvas to a safe breeze, and have 
it prudently stowed when the squall strikes. 
He must absorb chart and coast pilot, iden- 
tify bluffs, lights, and buoys, clear shoals, 
and lay the best- courses. He must give 
quick orders in making dock or anchorage, 
and never relax caution even in mooring for 
the night. 

If every lad could have a judicious course 
in “sailing for himself,” his powers of 
observation and of action in an emergency 
would benefit. The sport has risks, but 
they are mainly those of carelessness. De- 
spite them its partisans will go on pursuing 
its keen enjOyments as the summiers recur. 


OFFICIALS VS. INMATES. 

Does one want to see an administrative 
system which ingeniously combines gross 
injustice with petty persecution? Go down 
to the corner of Nineteenth street and Mar- 
shall boulevard and visit the State Indus- 
trial Home for the Blind. 

Last Monday night the trustees of this 
home were to hold a meeting at which the 
inmates were to be allowed to give public 
expression to their grievances. It is said 
by the inmates that the exact hour of. the 
meeting in question was concealed from 
them. They asked questions. Their ques 
tions were evaded. Then, at half past 5, 
which is their supper hour, they were sud- 
denly summoned to appear before the board. 
While they were giving their testimony the 
supper hour expired. When they got down- 
etairs they were told that there was no sup- 
per for them. The trustees, however, who 
came down later, were served cheerfully and 
promptly. 

Now for gross injustice. Ever since the 
home was opened in 1895 there have been 
rumors of mismanagement and scandal. 
Last month one of the trustees was so dis- 
gusted that he had to resign. Four trustees 
survive. Three of them were present at 
last Monday’s meeting. They were there to 
hear grievances. They behaved like cul- 
prits, not like judges. They did nothing but 
try to dodge the accusations which hurtled 
across the room at them. | 

They were accused of allowing filthy and 
unwholesome food % be served and of order- 
ing the broom factory to be closed. They 
made no real attempt to dieprove these 
charges, or, admitting their ‘truth, te ex 
plain them. They confined themselves to

More people have joined him than 
did the last time, but it must he remembered 
that the Greeks, Serbs, and Albanians in 
Macedonia have as yet given no sign of ap- 
proval to his designs, and, if precedent 
counts for anything, will not. | 
The revolutionists want to provoke the 
Turk into invading Bulgaria, knowing that 
stich a move would mean the active inter- 
vention of Austria and Russia.

‘Last Sunday the Blue Island Liederkranz 
celebrated its golden jubilee. It is said tobe 
one of the oldest German singing hat 


in the west. It is easy to believe that, for 
between 1820 and 1830 only about 6,7 
Germans emigrated to the United States, 
and not many of them could have come to 
this part of the country. It used to be said 
that when Spaniards landed in a new cotn- 
try they at once built a church, while 
Frenchmen constructed a fortress, and Enz- 
lishmen an alehouse. Apparently about the 
first thing Germans do is to organize a sing- 
ing society, and open the eyes of the natives 
to the charms of song. | 
‘The German immigration, which reached 
its highest point twenty years ago, is in- 
considerable now. The industrial growth 
of Germany has been such that the people 
are not compelled to leave their native land 
to get work. Of those who do leave now 
about 90 per cent come to the United States. 
No American is displeased because Ger- 
many has made great progress, but that 
progress has indirectly deprived the United 
States of many good citizens. ; 
Regret over that loss is tempered by the 
reflection that some of the lessons which 
the Germans have been giving since the 
Blue Island Liederkranz was organized 
have been pretty thoroughly learned by the 
majority of the people of this country. The 
Americans of 1850—the Yankees at least— 
needed no instruction in thrift and econo- 
my. If they had the German new comers 
could have given it. They did need instruc- 
tion in some of the graces and amenities of 


life and in the science of innocent and cheer- | 


ful recreation to relieve the weariness of In- 
bor. The Germans brought with them music 
and song and the summer garden, where hug- 
band, wife, and children gathered to enjoy 
simple pleasures in common. They brought 


lager beer to a country which was consum- 


missionaries of the "50s. They turned up 
their noses at lager beer. They were 
amused by the spectacle of men and women 
sitting at little tables. under trees, or be- 
side little trees set in tubs, listening to 
music. They could understand why men 
organized political, religious, or convivial 
societies, but a turner society they did not 
see the good of. Gradually the Americans 
came to understand and to imitate. They 
need no further instruction. | 

The Blue Island Liederkranz has done its 
respectable part in showing that the Ger: 
man in America in one respe¢t remains un- 
changed. He renounces allegiance to em- 


peror or king, but he will not renounce his 
allegiance to musi¢ and song. The love for 
them inherited from his father he transmits 
to his children and one tuneful generation 
follows another. The golden jubilee-of the 
liederkranz was in a way a notable event. 


THE PUGILIST’S REWARD. | 

Ten thousand people paid $63,000 to see 
a man of 36 knocked out by a man of 28 by 
a blow in the pit of the stomach. The blow 
had the usual effect. The man who re- 
ceived it clapped his hand where he was 
hurt and “ squirmed around.” There were 
a large number of people in San Francisco 
on Friday who had queer ideas as to what 
is interesting or entertaining, and who were 
willing to pay a high price for instruction 
or amusement. The drawing power of two 
prize fighters is superior to that of the most 
yppular prime donne or actors, but allow- 
ances must be made for the fact that the 
gladiators seldom give performances, A 
weekly series of entertainments would not 
bring in $63,000 apiece. There would be 
no such demand as there is now for reserved 
seats. ~ 

It is said that $33,000 of the proceeds 
went to Jeffries. That is $3,300 a round, 
Corbett is to get $11,000 to console him for 
his defeat and for the blow which laid him 
low. In the old days the winner did not 
make so much as he does now, and the loser 
got nothing except when the generous victor 
shoved a sovereign or two into the heel of» 
his fist. It may be necessary in this cal- 
culating and mercenary age to give the loser 
enough to cover all training expenses, which 
must be large, and leave him a fair amount 
of net earnings. Otherwise it might be dif- 
ficult to find many men who would go into 
a fight when they had to pay out a good 
deal to fit themselves for it when the odds 
were against them, as they were against 
Corbett. The lust for glory and the cham- 
pion’s belt is not the incentive it was once, 

It is not likely that the large sum which 
Jeffries is to pocket as the reward of a few 
minutes’ hard work and weeks of prepara- 
tion will tempt many to take up the fistic art 
as a means of earning a living. It has 
tempting rewards for but a few. The prize 
fighter usually is in his prime for only a 
short time, unless he can resist the allure- 
ments of liquor to which so many men who 
have been mighty with their fists have 
yielded. | 

Looking at the matter purely from the 
standpoint of dollars and cents, the prize 
fighting business does not pay. From an 
economic point of view it is to be regretted 
that the force which is exerted by prize 
fighters in dealing sounding thumps to one 
another’s bodies could not be utilized ip 
boiler making, blacksmithing, or some other 
useful occupation which calls for strength 
and skill, and that the $63,000 paid out 
at San Francisco could not have been put 
into a manufacturing plant in that city to 
give employment to I@bor. 


“T00 UTTERLY UTTER.” 

We are always making remarks about 
men who are discourteous and disobliging. 
Let us now make a few remarks about men 
who are ultra-courteous and ultra-obliging, 

First, there is the elevator conductor 
who is so courteous and obliging that even 
if he has dropped ten feet below the floor 
in which a prospective passenger is stand- 
ing he will go back and let that passenger 
in. Begin your trip; with such an elevator 
conductor at the nineteenth floor and have 
him make ten backups on the way down, 
You will long for the sour tempered brute 
who, if a prospective passenger is at any 
distance from the elevator door, lets him 
take the next car. 

In the same cell with the ultra-courteous 
and ultra-obliging elevator conductor should 
be placed the gentle souled waiter, who is 
always tuking back the order of the fastidi- 
ous man who sits next to you and so is al- 
ways contriving to make you miss your 
train. This kind of waiter proves that in 
a busy city courtesy to one patron may be 
discourtesy to many others. 

Then there is the bartender who is so 
courtéous that he wouldn't think of serving 
you a glass of beer until he has removed all 
empty glasses from the bar and has also by 
means of his scrub rag brought the bar to 
a condition of perfect polish. As he re- 
moves glass after glass and performs scrub 
after scrub you look at your watch and wish 
that ideas about manners had been quaran- 
tined at Versailles. | 

The fourth indictment is against the man 
who meets you at the church door on the 
way out as you are hastening to dinner and 
gives you the glad hand of ‘welcome and 
fellowship, asking you how long you have 
been in this neighborhood, whether you are 
married or single, what you think of the 
minister’s preaching, how you like the 
church members you have met, and whether 
you don’t think that you will be able to feel 
at home among them. You have gone to 
church to worship. This man seems to 
think you have gone there to gossip. He 
also seems to think that if you have ven- 
tured into the house of God you have become 
fair prey for strangers. He acquires the 
right to be “ your friend” as soon as you 
enter the door. 

There are other ultra-courteous and ultra- 
obliging persons besides those that have 
been mentioned. Four will be enough, how- 
ever, for the-first killing. We don’t want a 
whole massacre even of the worst social 
pests. As soon as the four in question have 
been disposed of a few more may be pointed 


out. 


THE GENERAL STAFF. 

Gen. Young, after having been general 
commanding the army ‘for a week, yester- 
day became chief of the general staff. The 
old system of army organization which the 
United States took over from England and 
which it steadily adhered to so long has 
at last been given up. -There are men in 
the army who regret the change, Gen. Miles 
being one of them. In the military profes- 
sion, as in other professions, there are 
always conservatives who believe the sys- 
tem they have grown up in is the only 
decent one. There was a chief of ordnance 
once who set his face against such new 
fangled notions as percussion caps, Amer- 
ican soldiers, he said, armed with flint lock 
muskets, had won battles.in the past and 
could win them in the future. Many of the 
men who served in the civil war cannot 
understand why a system which seemed to 
them to work well then should be discarded. 

It may be necessary to wait until there is 
another war—may its coming be long de- 
layed—to give civilians absolutely couvine- 
ing evidence of the benefits of the change 
which has been made. One thing is cer- 
tain, which is that there will be an imme- 
diate end to the strained relations which 
almost invariably existed between whoever 
was general commanding the army and the 
secretary of war for the time being. Sec- 
retary Root says the successful performance 
of the duties of chief of staff “ requires a 
relation of absolute confidence and personal 
geeord and sympathy between the chief of 
staff and the president, and necessarily also 
bet weeu the chief of staff and the seeretary 


of war.” No such relation existed between 
Gen. Scott and President Pierce and Secre- 
tary Davis, or between Gen. Miles and 
Presidents Cleveland, McKinley, and 
Roosevelt and their secretaries of war. 

Secretary Root says also that the detail 
of the officer assigned to duty as chief of 
staff will in every case cease unless sooner 
terminated. on the day following the ex- 
piration of the term of office of the presi- 
deut*by whom the detail is made. The in- 
coming president will not have to remove 
any one to get the chief of staff who will 
be acceptable to himself or to his secretary 
of war. | 

The new system surely will work. well, 
and the next generation of army officers 
will wonder that the old one was not sooner 
abandoned.

A SERMON FOR TODAY. 


BY THE REV. ANDREW HAGEMAN, 


ING PETER’S minister plenipoten- 
tiary in Paris has, in accordance with 
instructions received from Belgrade, 
requested the intervention of the 
French government to prevent the ap- 

pearance of Queen Draga’s younger sister, 
Mile. Gena Lunjevics, on the stage of the 
Folies Bergeres. She has accepted a lu- 
crative engagement there, and unless the 
French authorities comply with the request 
of the Servian envoy will deliver a sort of 
lyric narrative of the recent tragedy at Bel- 
grade, of which her sister Draga was one of 
the principal victims. The story is to com- 
prise the disclosure of many new incidents in 
connection with the massacre, and in. par- 
ticular wfll lay stress on the part played 
by King Peter in the conspiracy lading up 
to the assassination. 

Tt is said a clever and enterprising impre- 
sario has made arrangements with Mlle. 
Lunjevics for a tour in the United States on 
the conclusion of her Parisian engagement, 
and it will be interesting to observe to what 
an extent thestory by one ofthe actorsin-the 
recent tragedy at Belgrade, the sister of a 
bona fide queen, will prove an attraction to 
American theater goers. The fact that the 
French authorities are likely to prevent the 
appearance of the young lady on the French 
stage is calculated to act as a sort of adver- 
tisement to the theatrical future of Queen 
Draga’s sister. 

It is difficult to see how the French govern- 
ment can do otherwise than forbid the per- 
formance. For while there is obviously 
nothing in common between Mile. Lunjevics 
and the divorced Princess Caraman-Chimay, 
who, at the request of the prince, was pre- 
vented by the Parisian police from exploiting 
his name and her own notoriety, due to her 
elopement with the tsigane, Rigo, by postur- 
ing in plastic poses on the stage of the Follies 
Bergeres, yet the French authorities have 
made it so strict a rule to prohibit the theatri- 
cal representation of anything calculated to 
offend foreign sovereigns, that they cannot 
well permit the denunciation of the present 
king of Servia as the instigator of a particu- 
larly horrible outrage by the sister of one 
of its victims from the footlights of a Paris- 
fan music hall] and variety show. 

With all due respect to the ambition of 
Mile. Lunjevics to earn her own living and to 
provide for the support of her sister, it must 
be admitted that her venture is not precisely 
calculated to increase the prestige of Balkan 
royalty. The latter has all along hada flavor 
ofopera comique, and the appearance on the 
stage of Mile. Lunjevics is calculated to con- 
firm this impression. | 

True, she is not a royal princess. But as 
sister of a woman recognized as queen of 
Servia by the various courts of Europe, and 
as a constant companion of Draga after her 
marriage to Alexander, she may be said to 
have occypied a place on the steps of a 


throne. 


To find any case that offers the least de- 
gree of analogy it is necessary to go back to 
the grandfather of the now reigning prince of 
Monaco, who, prior to his being called to 
the throne at Monte Carlo by the death ofa 
distant cousin, was a fourth rate actor of 
the Ambigu theater at Paris, his wife being 
the daughter of a ‘“ charcutier,”’ or pork 
butcher in a small way, in the French me- 
tropolis. 

Of course there is the case of Dolly Bland, 
who, as “* Mrs. Jordan,’’ figured on the Lon- 
don stage while presiding over the domestic 
establishment of William, duke of Clarence, 
who afterwards.ascended the throne of Eng- 
land as King William IV. He wasinterribly 
straitened circumstances at the time, and 
her theatrical earnings helped to keep the 
wolf from the royal door. But although she 
was the mother of the duke’s children, who 
aften his ascension to the throne were in- 
vested with titles, the eldest son being created 


+} earl of Munster, yet she was not his wife, 


morganatically or otherwise. 

There are a number of instances, it is true, 
of actresses who have married morganatical- 
ly reigning sovereigns and royal princes. 
But as in no case that I can recall have they 
returned to the stage, they can hardly be 
considered as having any bearing on the 


present case. 


As an indication of the improved relations 
between church and state in Italy I may 
mention that no less a personage than Mer. 
Sabatuccli, the papal nuncio at Buenos Ayres, 
officiated at the recent wedding of the Italian 
minister to the Argentine Republic, Count 
Bottaro Costa, and Mrs. Monroe Drysdale, 
the ceremony taking place the other day in 
the private chapel of the pontifical legation. 
It may be added that both the Italian envoy 
and his papal colleague received the sanction 
of the authorities at Rome for this manifes- 
tation of mutual good will. -

tion to the. fact that his wife’s brother, a 
man of the name of Denis, is still in business 
as fronmonger at Montelimar.

Several years afterwards he collected 
and reported thirty cases. In 1876 it was estimated 
that there were between 25,000 and 50,000 cases 
in the United States. In 1902 the estimate rose to 
over 300,000 cases in this country alone. Reports

The more one knows about this trouble the easier it is to explain the 

various phenomena and peculiar symptoms. There is a reason for every- 

thing, if we only knew. Hay fever symptoms are no exception to the rule, 

and many strange symptoms and conditions are simply cause and effect. 

_ By the pollen theory it is not meant that the pollen causes the trouble 

by mechanical irritation, but that the different kinds of pollen are poison- 


ous to the susceptible individual under certain conditions. 
When the various pollens reach the alkaline secretions of the nasal 


cavities they are then absorbd or a poisonous toxin is formed which is 
poisonous to that particular person. Pollen alone will not cause hay fever, 
otherwise all of us might have it. Hay fever depends upon three things 
for its origin—viz.: externa] cause (pollen), a local condition in the nose, 
and the neurotic or nervous diathesis, Thus persons having the second 
and third conditions, coming in contact with pollen to which they are sus- 
ceptible will develop symptoms of hay fever. The history of many cases 
shows that it develops for the first season when the patient is in a state 
of overexertion or excitement. | 

Experiments have been made to count the number of pollen floating in 
the air during a season, A- round glass, such as is used in microscopical 
wors, was coated with glycerine and exposed to the wind: In the begin- 
ning of the season twenty-five pollen would collect on the glass in twenty- 
four hours. At the height of the season there were 880 pollen collected in

Equality. 


I TISFIED American colored folk 

hould go to England, where the open 
hand of equality is held out to the 
negro. 

Of course, every negro is not con- 
gidered the equa! of tke white Englishman. 
But the black man of more or less gentle- 
manly bearing who dresses well and has a 
modicum of education has far better oppeor- 
tiinities for social progress than would be 

him even the northern states. 

There is nothing mysterious about Eng- 
land’s position toward the coloredman. ‘The 
hordes of dark skinned races which help ta 
ewell the population of the empire have ac- 
customed the inhabitans of the British 
islands to look on the black men as “ fellow 
subjects.” 

Black soldiers fight side by side with white 
comrades in war time. It has been found 
that trenches are as easily filled by white as 
by black Tommies.”’ 


All Classed as Fellow Subjects. 

Though the East Indian, with his dark skin, 
Ms distinctly different from the Numidian 
‘type of black man, yet the people in the 
“right little, tight little island ’’ do not take

. In the center of the field is erected the 
flower decked throne where stands the mar- 
shal, who is master of ceremonies, and where 
later the queen will be crowned. 

Every young man who can sit on a horse 
properly, and who has a sweetheart, is long- 
ing to have his trial down the course, and 
most of them enter. There are no social bar- 
riers. The sons of the wealthiest enter the 
lists with the farmers’ boys, and often the 
young man of wealth is forced to stand by 
and see the country boy crown a country 


sweetheart! with the flowers he, the rich 
youth, had intended for some belle of the city, 
and which he had been unable to win. 

Every young girl is wearing her prettiest 
clothes. Each one fully expects to be the 
happy maiden whose knight wins the honors 
and who will be crowned with the flowers. 
The queen jof the year will be the belle for 
the whole season to come In that locality. 

The khtights themselves are more gorgeous 
than their jadies. There is often an attempt 
to dress “jin costume” for the joust, and 
outfits are sometimes chosen with weird and 
remarkable taste. Here an Annapolis cadet 
in gray suit and shining buttons, with a sash 
made from) an American flag twisted across 
his shoulder jockeywise and a lace handker- 
chief pinned to his sleeve, will mount his 
charger. béside a farm boy in long white 
ducks andia collarless pink shirt; there a 
fanciful gentleman in purple velvet of courtly 
cut will ride beside a modern horseman in a 
pink riding coat and leather breeches; and 
yonder a Knight in an imitation coat of mail 
will dash wp to a fellow in blue jeans with 
a Scotch plaid ribbon fastened awkwardly 
about his ‘vast. 


Each Knight Chooses a Name. 

Each knight chooses his name, a fanciful 
one, which the marshal calls out lustily. 
There are the Knight of the Raven Plume, 
the Knight of Pleasant Valley, the Knight 
of Annapolis, the Knight of the White Rose. 
and even the Knight of the Onion Patch, as 
one jouster with a sense of humor once 
dubbed himself at a recent tourney. 

Fhe grand procession is a spectacle not

As the knight starts there is a roar from 
the grand stand, & bursting forth of white 
handkerchiefs, and one girl’s heart beats 
quicker as she watches him catch or mise

One after another the knights dash down 
the course until each ‘has ridden three times; 
then the knights having the smallest number

As the number of 
contestants. dwindles the rivalry becomes 
fierce and the excitement increases until the 
field narrows down to two or three competi- 
tors. Finally the winner is left alone upon 
the course, and amid cheers and flowers 
rides up to the marshal to receive his prize.

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MULTIPLE MURDERS 
ONE CRIMINAL. 


Escaping Law in First Attempt, 
Murderers Often Repeat Their 
Awful Crime, 


T is rarely indeed that a criminal who 
has escaped with impunity the conse- 
quence of a first crime, even the awful 
crime of murder, does not try his fortune 
again in“the same sinister lottery. For 

the man who has. put himself outside the 
pale of humanity sees no reason for any 
future deference to its laws. And again 
there is the o!d saying to counsel him that 
@ man may as well be hanged for a sheep as 
for a lamb, and ali the niore so for a whole 
flock of sheep. 

Of. all habitual criminals of this class the 
man Dauga was about the worst. With no 
other motive than robbery during twenty 
years he strewed his path with no less than 
twenty corpses. He was a retire? gendarme, 
and as such was in receipt of a small but 
sufficient pension. The scene of his later 
operations was at Pont-&-Mousson, which 
Was thrown into a state of panic by a series 
of horrible murders. Night patrols were car- 
ried out by the terror-stricken citizens, and 
none was more zealous in the performance 
of his public duty than Jean Dauga, the ex- 
gendarme. 

Murders in Seven Minutes. 

The man was cunning and as rapid inthe 
execution of his crimes as he was ferocious 
{fn their conception. The way in which he 
was betrayed at last into the hands of justice 
was in this wise. One evening he was sitting 
in his favorite café having a game of cards 
with some friends. While the game was in 
progress the talk ran on the mysterious hor- 
rors of the town. The stakes were not high, 
but Dauga was in ill luck, and a moment 
came when he had to declare himself bank-

Greenhouses may be in- 
sured, but the insurance is a drain upon the 
grower, until most of the big houses prefer 
t take their own risks. Most of the sma! 
houses. on the other hand, are insured. 
Leonard KI, manager for the big houses 
aiong North Robey street, testifies to the 
character of the Chicago climate in its regard 
for the florists for the last seventeen years. 

“We never ‘have had a storm of hail to 
do us damage,” he said. “In general hail 
storms are few in Chicago, and, while minor 
accidents cause glass breakages occasion- 

ally, these have not been enough to cause 

us to consider insurance. We had an expe- 
rience from lightning about two months 
ago, however. A heavy bolt struck one of 
our smokestacks and chased down it for 
twenty feet without leaving a mark. Then 
it took a turn and passed through 
the wall of the stack, cutting a twelve inch 
strip ‘out of one side for ten feet, jumping 
from to the roof of a metal ventilator 
100 feet away. It disappeared there, leav- 
ing no further mark of its force. 

“To the unitiated such a stretch of glass 
@ we have in our plant seems a great invi- 
@tion to destruction and disaster, and you 
may be assured that when we saw the heavy 
bail in the downtown discrict the wires out to 
the houses were kept warm with inquiries 
lef some time. In the main, however, a 
greenhouse is much strcnger than it looks, 
the glass being of double thickness, and 
most of the framework being of steel. Only 
the housings for the roof glass are of cedar 
@ of close grained pine.”’ 


Glass Neerly Storm Proof. 


According to Manager W. O. Johnston of 
thie Foley Manufacturing company the mod- 
em greenhouse in Chicago is about as nearly 
Sormproof as glass may be made, The av- 
efage size of a pane of glass in a greenhouse 
sixteen by eighteen inches, and with fifty 
Square feet in a box, at $4.25 a box, one may 
get an idea of the first cost of such a roof.

Mutes to Speak. 


technically ‘speechless’ children, 

who are so often speechless only 

because the-- have nat been proper- 
ly taught to talk. The case of the childish 
deaf mute is a hard one, I grant you, butit 
doesn’t seem one-half so hard to me as the 
case of the child who can hear, but not 
answer, the speech of his fellows; who is shut 
away and isolated in a dreary, lonely, re- 
stricted world of his own. Yet the hearing 
mute does not call forth nearly so much sym- 
pathy or pity as the mute who is mute only 
because he cannot hear. But the hearing 
mute seems to me the most pitiful sufferer 
of all.”’ 

So says Miss Gwendolyn Williams, the Chi- 
cago woman who has gradually and pains- 
takingly evolved a system of teaching these 
hearing mutes to talk. Miss Williams de- 
clares, further, that comparatively few of 
the technically speechless littleones who 
start out in Hfe are so sorely handicapedand 
hampered that they could not be taught to 
converse easily and intelligently if the work 
were begun sufficiently early. Asin the case 
of the deaf child, the training should begin 
at the time when the powers of speech would 
naturally assert themselves in the growing 
infaygt; the work, to attain permanent results, 
should be continued until the correct and free 
enunciation has become habitual, and until

This speechlessness may arise from a vari- 
ety of causes, many of which are never fully 
understood or comprehended, even by physi- 
cians and scientific students. A certain pro- 
portion of the healthy infants continue silent 
or cling to inarticulate, meaningless baby 
sounds long after the period of simple nor- 
mal speech has passed. The vocal organs of 
some of these children appear to be normal 
and in healthy condition; many of the silent 
little ones even seem to desire to talk. But 
they do not talk, somehow, and everybody 
wonders why. 

Some Causes for Speechlessness. 


In other cases malnutrition and childish 
ailments, such as measles and scarlet fever, 
appear to be directly or indirectly responsi- 
ble for the subsequent silence on the part 
of the small sufferers. In still other cases 
the severe nervous prostration that has de- 
pleted the vitality and made of the small 
nervous system a quivering wreck has re- 
sulted in the mute and wordless misery of 
the child who cannot talk. Often, too, de- 
fective mental development is to blame. 

The parents, in a majority of all these 
cases, allow the matter to drift. Unwilling 
to admit, even to themselves, that the child 
is not exactly normal and as other children 
are, they comfort themselves with the mis- 
taken hope and assertion that.‘ Speech will 
come later; better let the child alone.”’ 

And when the child, failing to develop na- 
tural powers of speech and articulation, is 
further depressed and set apart by the inevit- 
ably shyness and bashful timidity resulting 
from the unfortunate limitation, it is too late 
‘for all ordinary methods to be of much avail. 

The hearing mute is most usually regarded 
as hopelessly hampered and restricted, even 
by those who should know well the infinite 
possibilities of intelligent and scientific ef- 
fcrts in behalf of the ever plastic child ma- 
terial, but Miss Williams, who has made of 
this branch of child improvement a devoted 
lifework, sacrificing to it the promisin# vocal 
career well earned and just opening before 
her, believes that the really hopeless case is 
practically nonexistent—provided that the 
right means of awakening the silent organs, 
spurring on the lagging will and inclination, 
together with persistent, patient effort, are 


employed. 
Patience and Ingenuity Needed. 


“The patience of Job, almost literally, is 
needed for this work,’’ she says, ‘‘ and in- 
genuity of a boundiess s@>pe and order. The 
first thing to be considered is the getting in 
sympathy with the smal! prisoner and meet- 
ing him on his own plane. Often the shy 
little creature, rendered abnormally shy 
and timid, perhaps because of the thought- 
less smiles or laughter of inconsiderate ones, 
must be transformed into a friend before 
anything can be done. Sometimes music or 
some other art must be called into service 
before the proper sympathy can be brought 
about. Once this is established, however, 
the battle, if not half done, is at least well 
begun. The day that the child evidences 
an actual desire to talk is a red letter day 
indeed. 

“ Medical care, physical culture, proper 
food, play, work, change, new and fresh in- 
terests—all these various factors can be uti- 
lized in the work of transcorming the sad- 
dened, ‘speechless’ child into the happy, 
normal individual, who can talk at will. 
The physical and nervous systems must be 
coaxed into the best possible order before 
the work dealing directly with the vocal 
chords and organs of speech can be begun. 


Work with the Individual. 


“and strictly individual work must be 
done in all cases. There can be no class 
teaching where each child must be ap- 
proached from a different side and set to 
work on a different basis. This is one of 
the reasons, perhaps, why exclusive institu- 
tional work of this order has never been 
attempted in Chicago. And yet there is such 
a great and crying need for it! So many 
‘speechless’ children now inevitably main- 
tained in charitable or state institutions 
might be at least rendered happier and self- » 
supporting if the work of training their 
neglected vocal organs could be carefully 
and skillfully performed. There is no kind 
of work in which institutional life and su- 
pervision is more sorely needed and would 
be productive of more striking results. But 
the ‘speechless’ child of Chicago all too 
often must remain so because the remedial 
possibilities of speech teaching in such cases 
are not fully recognized. 

‘Where did I learn my system of teach- 
ing ‘ speechless’ children to talk? I didn’t 
learn it. I evolved it. 

Gradually the work has developed and -~ 
grown wider. There are so many of these 
little ones that my work is only a drop in 
the bucket. Several large institutions might 
be readily filled with these ‘ speechless 
prisoners,’ whose liberation is so slow in 
coming. But, .so far as I know, and as many 
physicians tell me, I am the only person in 
all Chicago to attempt this particular kind 
of work in behalf of the hearing mutes.”

Such meet- 
ings should help revive that interest in his 
work and the ambition to do his best which 
is the only salvation of the workman, in the 
union or out.” 


HE evidence of increasing interest in 
art creeps out even from what are 


called politica! “‘ jobs."" The public is - 


demanding that less architecture and 
construction be done by the ‘“‘ machine ”’ and 
their public buildings be something more 
than crumbling monuments to politicians al- 
ready forgotten. The state capitol commis- 
sion of Minnesota has actually been hearing 
arguments in regard to its mural decoration. 
Objection has been made to classic deities and 
Greek and Roman antiques, nymphs, and 
other mythological “‘ warious.”” Modern in- 
cidents in the history of thé state are called 
for—the treaty with the Sioux, for instance. 
This is all well and good, provided such 
decoration is an education, not in the history 
of Minnesota, but in art. A commonplace 
picture even of a great event does little for 
art and not much for history, while a great 
picture does as much for history as it does 
for art. Better antique scenes and figures, if 
they are beautiful, than modern ones if they 
are ugly. A poor panorama is not art merely 
because it is ona wall Perhaps the Minne- 
sotans may’ compromise, as Benjamin West 
had to when he painted American scenes. 
and the old schoo! thought the 
ndian in his ‘‘ Death of Gen. Wolfe" ought 
to have been clad and armed like a classic 
warrior, while an American upraided West 
for leaving off the moccasin that an Indian 
would be sure to wear during a battle. Per- 
haps the Minnesota officials will think the 
Roman nose, quite common to the Indian, 
will be compromise enough.

The Art institute is making arrangements 
to widen and elaborate its courses of instruc- 
tion in the art of applied design or art crafts, 
cecorative designing in pottery, meta] work— 
silver and gold smithing and jewelry, the 
setting; of stones and filigree work—and in 
china painting. The final decision not to to 
teach these branches of art in the Field mu- 
seum bas imposed the necessity upon the 
institute. As its resources increase it will 
pay increased attention to this kind of art 
work. Room and appliances, especially room, 
are its ispecial need. 

Mr. Henry H. Hewitt, now in Paris, has 
been appointed instructor in architectural de- 
sign in the school conducted jointly by the 
Art and Armour institutes. He is Mr. Fel- 
ows’ successor, a son of Prof. Hewitt of the 
University of Chicagp, a graduate of the 
university, of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Techne@logy, and the Ecole des Beaux Arts.

Now, is it not rerharkable that Mr. Robins 
could make this arraignment of the church 
and not recognize that three-fourths of its 
members are absolutely disfranchised and 
cannot vote even if they desire most anx- 
iously to do so? 

Mr. Wooley said in the course of a 
speech which was the strongest presenta- 
tion of the subject from the standpoint of 
the prohibition party which possibly could 
be made: “ Generations of high and mighty 
taik have banished every prospect that ‘ with 
our mouth we shall prevail.’ It takes bayo 
nets sometimes, it takes votes always. This 
has been my one word to the church for 
sixteen years. The people must be taught 
to be independent. To my mind one of the 
most pitiable spectacies in history is the 
legions and multitudes of good men in this 
country who are too weak to stand alone in 
politics."’ 

Even 60. But is Mr. Wooley so blind as 
not to perceive that these “ good men "’ would 
not have to “ stand alone in politics ” if tney 
did not persistently bar out the good women? 
There are many conscientious men who 
would support the temperance party at the 
polis if they did not know that this would 
mean simply to throw away theit vote. 


Reaction Against Summer Resorts. 
The papers are calling attention to the 
increasing number of women each season 
who are spending their summer “ roughing 
it” in the lake and mountain regions just 
like the men. This is partly due toa healthy 
reaction against carrying: the social exac- 
tions of the winter into the midyear vaca- 
tion, and partly to a desire for the com- 
panionship of the men. There isa growing 
rebellion on the part of many women against 
the tyrannical demands of sociéty and es- 
pecially of dress, and a feeling that there 
should be an escape at least during the hot 
weather. When an elaborate wardrobe must 
be prepared for the summer resort hotel 
and then the visitor finds none of the mas- 
culine sex to be attracted by it she rises 
in revolt. There is an oldtime myth that 
women dress to please each other, but the 
fact is that when there is no man tobe 
captured by the fascinating gowns and fur- 
belows the average woman feels that a lot 
of time and money haa been wasted. 
Men worth capturing as a rule despise 
the conventional watering place, with its 
hops, and promenades, and dress parade, so 
they flee to some place where they may have 
camping, hunting, fishing, boating, and en- 
from the restraints of fashion.

cateh her man at the same time she is not 
going to lose ‘thé opportunity.

Prof. Starr’s Address Tll-Advised 


This great temperance discussion of the 
last week has brought out, besides the many 
excellent and helpful things, some that’ were 
ill advised and injurious. Among the latter 
may be classed the concluding remarks of the 
address by Prof. Frederick Starr of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, who said: “ Stimulants 
have done much for the lower populations of 
the world. The bést work of many of these 
races has been done only unger the influence 
of something which excites their nerves and 
sharpens their intellect. Many of the 
intellectual and literary masterpieces of the 
world have been produced under the influence 
of stimulants, Poor Edgar Allan Poe never 
would have been able to give us the splendid 
writings which he did had it not been’ for his 
being addicted to stimulants. It may be a 
great price to pay for a masterpiece, but the 
facts remain. The same thing is true of | 
many others of our masterpieces of literature 
and art; they are the effects of drunkenness.” 

The converse side of these statements is so 
obvious as not to need presenting. Even if 
they were true, which may be seriously 
questioned, no good purpose could be served 
by making them before an audience which

Casino theater, New York. od 
Their most enthusiastic admirers havé been the photogra- — 
phers, who have wanted pictures of contortion dancers and 
have been unable to get them, because the strain of a sus- 
tained pose could not be endured. For stage purposes there 
is little endurance required after the art has been mastered. 
For the camera the dancer must stand poised in the position, 
and this without any of the support which the dancer on the 
stage has. There is no excitement, no music, no applause.’ 
Instead of the sight of a erowded and lighted theater there . 
_ fs nothing but the lens of the camera to face. 


Newcomers in Light Opera. ‘ 


The girls who have been able to give these poses before 
the camera are newcomers in the light opera field. They were 
discovered in vaudeville work and given a place inthe ballet’ 

It has been the impression of many spectators, seeing such 
contortion dancing, that the poses mean torture to the girls. 
This is denied by the two sisters, who affirm that their work is 
not easy, but that it is not painful, 

‘Contortionists are born,” they said. “‘We come of a 
family of @thietes, and were born in San Francisco. Our 
act consisted of funny dancing at first, but we soon saw‘ that 
the woman who succeeds in this business must have a spe- 
clalty. So we went in for acrobatic work. 

**In the five years that we have been following the —s 
ness we have not been obliged to consult a physician, and we 
never have missed a performance on account of illmess. Our 
work requires the simplest form of living. We have to have 
at least eight hours of sleep. We have to have regular hours. 
We have a light breakfast, walk for the sake of fresh air and 
exercise daily from 10 to 11. Again in the afternoon we rest, 
and we do not eat anything for three hours before perform- 
ances. 

*“ We do not take richly prepared foods or alcoholie dririks. 
Fruit, vegetables, and milk are the backbone of our diet. We 
never wear corsets, and our stage dresses are of the lightest 
material we can find. 


Seek New Line of Work. 


“We should like to take up a new line of stage work now. 
That's not. because of the dangers of dancing, but there’s a 
limit to what a person can do in this direction. There is no 

f limit for the actor. We do not advise any one to take up 
contortion dancing. Few are willing to undergo the strain 
it demands. The work which seems most difficult to the 
audience generally is the easiest. The kick, twist, and turn 
that is over in an instant is the most dangerous to the dancer. 
When she can take time she is safe. Where she must work 
instantaneously there is real strain and nervous shock. 

“Our health is perfect, but we have a tendency to nervous- 
ness. If we are spoken to suddenly, or if any one comes up 


behind us and tovohes us the shock is terrific, and that is one 
reason why we are obliged to keep s0 close to our dressing , 
rooms at the theater.” | 

Some New York physicians and specialists have been 
interested in these dancers.

Times Have Changed. 


. The dowager empress does not realize perhaps that times 
have changed since she gave her eldest born her gloves, her 
hat, the family silver—anything on earth to keep him quiet. 
The baby of today does not sit on the floor hour after hour 
patiently trying to pass a feather from one sticky fingertip 
_to another. He does not possess a corn cob doll and a stand- 
ing army of clothes pins perched on a stick—except possibly 
in places so remote from civilization that they have never 
heard of the European congresses which have been called 
from time to time to study the psychology of toys. He has 
- never been sent to sit on the rag bag and think about how 
good he hasn't been. He doesn’t explore knot holes trying to 
fimd the puckering string. He's too much analysed for any- 
thing like that. 

Loving Remembrances Sacrificed to Stady. 

Nor has he ever been rocked and lullabied to sleep. The 
family cradle, wooden or wicker, has either been given to the 
poor or tucked out of sight as carefully as if it were first 
zousin to the family skeleton. In its place reigns a severe 
brass bed, which has upon it innumerable brass knobs, which 
the child may unscrew and swallow when he gets a little 
older. The new style of furniture is generally recognized as far 
more hygienic than the old one, and easier on the infant's 
nervous system. The old time mother held her baby close 
when he wae sleepy, and crooned to him her gentle moods 
of love and longing. The modern mother puts her baby 
down—so—ase the neighbors in tHe next flat are only too eager 
to testify; and then she site down by the bed, and takes 
notes upon Kis sleeping and waking moments, instead of 
making noteworthy moments for both of them to remember. 
The latter experiences would be just between the two of them, 
and for the former she can find a wider audience by sending 
them typewritten to the child study department of some 
university that will print them free of charge and scatter 
them broadcast for the delectation of those that have never 


been mothers. 


The old fashioned little girl washed on Monday, froned 
on Tuesday, baked on Wednesday and Saturday, spent Thurs- 
day and Friday in redding up the house,.and went to meet- 
ing on Sunday, just as her elders did. She learned how to 
«make bread by putting the proper ingredients together and 
baking them just right. She found out the expediency of 
the “stitch in time.” She assimilated without guessing it 
the truth of all the moral maxims in the bible and the 
almanac. And it was not until the present generation that, 
surviving, she learned that her childhood had been poor and 
narrow because she had spent the greater part of it in her 
mother’s company. And if sometimes today, grown up, she 
is tempted to believe, as she does all the picking up, and all 
the family mending, and the household planning, and the 
prosaic part of entertaining, and spends her days in helping 
her children and their friends to work out their individuality 
along the lines of least resistance, that her mother’s system 
of education was, even if limited, yet good for family lifer and 
family affection, as well as a preparation for a humble place 
among the angels, she’s likely to be told by the modern 
pedagogue to whom she tells this in a burst of confidence: 
“ Madam, such a training as this you advocate makes a race 


of old wornen.” 


Boys Po'tte Only in Company. 


The old fashioned smail boy kept the woodbox filled, 
rubbed his muddy feet on the doormat, hung up his cap where 
it belonged, and raided that particular corner of the pantry 
that was reserved for him, making only occasional inroads 
upon the crock that held the lumps of wet brown sugar. He 
kept pigeons and swapped fantails and pouters more or less 
profitably, and, maybe, in moments of braggadocio he made 
himself sick by smoking cornsilk behind the barn, but rare- 
ly, for he knew he'd catch it if he happened to get caught. 
He journeyed up to learning by the yeoman’s road, and was 
no less happy in his boyish heart because he agreed with 
Marjorie Fleming ‘the most devilish thing is 8 times 8 and 
7 times 7 is what nature itself can’t endure.’’ The modern 
small boy is polite about the house when there is company, 
and impish when there's not. He calls his parents by their 
first names, because he has a right to, since Wordsworth 
puts it neatly, he’s really father to the man. At school he 
makes doll houses after his own pet fancy, and decorates 
them weirdly with paints which he calls mahogany stain and 
ebony. He follows the march of the seasons, and watches the 
ehanging expressions of the face of nature, and listens to her 
song, not so much because he is a little child, born with 
ears and eyes and everything, as because he knows he has 
to, or the teacher will say something to him that he doesn’t . 
care to hear. And when he wants to smoke he does it bold- 
ly, brandishing cigaret or stogey, according to the mood 
that’s on, and does penance afterwards by listening to a 
punctuated address upon the evils of the tobacco habit. The 
whole world is made easy for him, and he understands that 
- he may work or shirk without a single fear that his ma will 


tell the minister. 


Scientific Quizzing Appalling. 

Children used to work out their salvation under such 
antithetical categories as “good and bad,” “clean and 
dirty,”’ “ bright and dull.”” Now they are placed at the uncer- 
tain mercy of the scientific quizzer as ‘norma! and abnor- 
mal,” “ sensory and motor types." This man spends months 
of precious time and inches of ink to show that the sense 
of touch is more elementary than that of color, a point on 
w any observant mother might have enlightened him in a 

Srd or two. That erthusiast prods the juvenile intellect 
with questions in order to gain data upon so-called “ fetish- 
ness,’ the fears of our animal ancestors which trouble us 
today. Another asks a hundred children what they think 
about clouds, and deduces from their replies an elemental 
scheme of divinity. 

Clark university boasts that during the last nine years she 
has issued 100 lists of questions for child study, and has pub- 
lished over fifty books and articles based upon returns re- 
ceived. Louis N. Wilson, librarian of this institution, cata- 
logued in 1898 over 500 books, memoirs, and brief articles re- 
lating to this line of research, as well as thirteen child study 
serials, reports, social studies, and transactions of societies. 
G. Stanley Hall asserts in a recent article that already child 
study has given us new knowledge of insanity, “ has almost 
recreated the department of juvenile criminology, has fur- 
nished a new method of studying the most important problems 
of philology, has revolutionized and almost recreated school 
hygiene, has made adolescence, a strange word ten years 
ago, one most pregnant for both science and education, has 
given us the basis of a new religious psychology, and laid 
the foundation for a new and larger philosophy and psycho- 
logy of the future, based not on the provincial study o1 a 
cross section of the, adult mind, but on a broad genetic 
basis." 


Today's Babies Are Learned. 

Certainly no pupil of the old régime would dare to deny so 
many long hard words, some of which he might have to look 
up in the dictionary. Under the new system children are un- 
doubtedly learning much that they would never learn in any. 
other way. They can make fire by striking flint; this ought 
to encourage them to economy in matches. They know just 
what primitive man used to do when he lived in trees and 
caves and ate with his fingers. Will the boys emulate him 
further in the future by letting their women folks do all the 
work, indoors and out, while they themselves go fishing? 
They make pottery of clay and sand: this ought to stand them 
In good stead by and by whenever the cook is too destructive. 
They weave baskets, and make hats, and plant corn, and cook 
jelly, and freeze ice cream, and act upon the mimic stage, 
and draw pictures, and play games, and “ bring history and 
literature within. the range of their own experience"’ in one 
way or another, and, bliss on bliss, they shun, like other evil 
things, the “sins of numbers.”’ 

This incomprehensible genius of the new century, “ the 


child,” has found a Homer already in the dowager empress» 


of Russia. Next fall in the imperia! palace in St. Petersburg 
he is to be held up to the world view for his own and later 
@enerations to admire, deprecate, and marvel at. No mood 
of hig will be too trifilng for portrayal, no influence upon his 
destiny too passing for consideration.

HERE ig no denying the fact ‘that too little fat is 
as bad, or almost as bad, as too much. If the 
fat woman is to be pitied the thin woman is also 
to be commiserated, for skin and bones never 


look pretty. 
: WN \) has much in her favor, for fat is so intolerable 
to the person who possesses it, and to all her 


family, and to all who see her, that there is nothing but pity 


for her all around. 
By “fat” of this description is not meant plumpness, nor 


even stoutness, but fat that is fat, fat that lies in wrinkles and 


rolls under the chin. | 
Fat of this kind buries the eyes out of sight, sinks the 


ears into deep cushions of flesh, and makes the object of ‘it 


all as unsightly as she can possibly be. There never lived a 
woman, much less a man, who could see beauty in fat that 
had accumulated to a weight, say, of 200 pounds on a short 
woman and 250 pounds upon a tall one. 


Weight Should Be Watched. 


It is difficult to tell when you are growing fat. Actresses 
and professional beauties of the present day have a still bet- 
ter way of measuring, and it is done by actual weighing. Lit- 
fle scales costing little come for bathrooms, and upon one of 
these the beauty steps nightly to take her weight. If she in- 
creases as much as an ounce she exercises off the superfluous 
flesh. 

Exercising off flesh is difficult unless you follow the Vienna 
method, which makes it quite easy. It consists of half a dozen 


movements, which must be taken twice daily. ' 


The patient must exercise in these movements fifteen 
minutes at a time, and to be sure that the whole fifteen 
minutes are spent in this way there must be a clock to tick off 
the minutes conscientiously. 

The Vienna movements begin with a breathing movement. 
Let the woman who is too fat stand bolt upright with her 
hands upon her hips. Let her take a long breath, inflating her 
lungs to their uttermost. Now, while she is holding her 
breath, let her draw in the muscles of the abdomen and let 
them out again, repeating this as many times as possible. 
Holding the breath is hard work and sometimes causes faint- 
ness; therefore the fat woman can allow herself to take fre- 
quent long breaths while she exercises the muscles of the ab- 
domen. 

A great many fat women are obliged to support the ab- 
domen with specially made corsets and with supporters of 
various kinds. This state of affairs should not be tolerated 
for an instant agd the fat woman should go upon starvation 
rations, exercising all the time, until she reduces so her mus- 
cles can bear the weight of her stomach. 


Starvation Is Ineffectual. | 


It has been asked if detual starvation will reduce the 
weight, Fasts do undoubtedly rapidly reduce the weight, but 
they are injurious to the system. After the first three days 
the patient feels no desire for food, but, on the contrary, feels 
a curious elation as the body grows lighter. But this is short 
lived. After ten or fifteen days the strength begins to go and 
at the end of thirty days those who have survived the ordeal 
ean hardly stand. The stomach refuses food and the action 
of the heart is extremely feeble. 

There is another bad feature about the long fast, and this 
is in the great craving for food which follows the fast. The 
patient suffers agonies when once she has begun to eat, and 
soon she puts on flesh again as rapidly as she took it off. For 
two months she cannot get enough to eat. 

But the Vienna treatment is for the fat woman who can- 
not give up her idols and who would much prefer to take off 
her fat-with exercise. 

Variety in Vienna Movements. 

Let her practice inhaling while she draws the muscles of 
the abdomen in and out. Then let her try the second move- 
ment, which is that of standing erect while she grasps her 
right ankle with her right hand. She may be compelled to 
rest her ankle on the back of a chair at first. But she can 
keep on trying until she gets it. Don’t do it all at once, but 
little by little. 

The hip movement must not be forgotten. To do this place 
both hands upon the hips and bend the right knee, leaning as 
far forward as possible with the left leg stretched out straight. 
Now alternate, bending the left knee and still keeping both 
hands on the hips. | ‘ 

A fat woman's weakest place is her ankles; her weakest 
members are her feet. Her ankles turn undér her and her 
feet will not support her weight. She must; when taking her 
exercises, procure a pair of high shoes, stiff in the ankles, with 
wide soles and moderately high heels. With these she can 
pet gh much better and will run less risk of a sprained 

In the Vienna movements there is another exercise for the 
fat woman. This is an easy one, but one of the most effective

| Constant Practice Requisite. 

The woman who really wants to decrease her weight will 
practice these night and morning without allowing herself to 
get weary of them. If she aches a little at first she will take 
the advice of the small boy and forget it, all in the interests of 
her own good looks. 

Other movements in the Viennese system consist of trot- 
ting up and down upon one spot.

Walking, which is the grandest exercise in the world, is 
not of much avail for the woman who weighs a great deal over 
ing she is in such a puffy condition that she cannot walk, and 
her feet begin to ache and her breath to go before she has 
covered a dozen city blocks. She can accomplish the same 
results by the Viennese movements. 

And the thin girl can also benefit by taking them, for that 
which makes the fat woman thin will make the thin woman 
fat. 

The thin girl suffers from lack of development. She needs 
exercise, but not violent exercise. While the fat woman is 
straining every muscle the thin woman should take the same 
exercises, but should go through them to slow music and gent- 
ly. In the thin girls’ classes they have slow practice tunes, 
to the rhythm of which the thin girl develops her muscle and 
puts on fat. 

After the exercise the thif girl, who usually has not a 
great deal of vitality, should drink a glass of milk or a cup of 
cocoa and lie down, She should rest fully half an hour. 


| Chocolate for the Thin Girl. 

If the thin girl wants to get fat quickly she can take the 
Viennese chocolate cure. Nothing but chocolate or cocoa or 
the kindred chocolate preparations are taken into the stomach. 
If.the stomach will bear chocolate, and most stomachs will, 
the diet is complete and the thin girl takes chocolate or cocoa 
for her breakfast, the same for her middle meal, and the same 
at night. | 

. It is nothing else but chocolate for ten days. She then eats 
her usual diet for a week, then goes back to the chocolate 
preparations. It is fine for the stomach, giving it a rest with 
plenty of nourishment meanwhile. 

The thin gir] can take warm baths, which are fattening, 
and she can wear warm clothing, which also fattens. She 
must sleep under heavy clothing and keep her body warm all 
the time. 

And the thin girl must get in the habit of moving around 
slowly in imitation of the fat woman and must save her steps 
just as all fat women save them. It will be difficult for the 
active thin girl to do this, but the habit will gradually grow 
upon her and she will see the pounds gather on her ribs while 
her arms and neck plump out. 

Stair climbing, if begun gradually, is good practice for the 
fat woman. Its only drawback is that the staircase is gen- 
erally placed In the middle of the house, where there is a poor 
air supply. If the fat woman can climb a garden terrace, or 
run up stone steps in the open air, she will have the bést prac- 
tice she ever had, 

The fat woman, in the march toward comeliness, must 
bear. in mind the curious fact that the hardest pound to lose 


is the first pound,:-but after the first one the others will seem 


to melt away as if by magic. 

It is gratifying te see the fat woman get thin and the thin 
woman get fat; and the great beauty of the whole thing is
